Russians, Their Guns Silenced, 
Retreat Northward. 


BIG BATTLE IMMINENT 


190,000 Japanese Marching to Engage 
Kuropatkin at Liao-Yang—Now 
Hold Peninsula, with Exc:p- 
tion of Port Arthur. 


LONDON, May 18.—The Daily Telegraph’s 
Niu-Chwang correspondent, cabling under 
Gate of May 17, says: " 

“The. Japanese with a large fleet of 
transports and warships appeared at Kai- 
Chow yesterday morning and opened a ter- 
rific bombardment against the shore de- 
fenses, which were silenced by 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon, the Russians retreating to 
Tashichao. ° 

* The Japlinese troops landed and are to- 
Gay advancing rapidly, outflanking Tashi- 
chao and Niu-Chwang.” 

The correspondent at Shan-Hai-Kwan of 
The Daily Chronicle, cabling under date of 
May 17, says that the Japanese troops land- 
ed at Kai-Chow both Sunday and Monday, 
meeting with opposition. 

According-to The Standard’s Tien-Tsin 
correspondent, Gen. Kuropatkin has left 
for Harbin, Viceroy Alexieff still being at 
Liao-Yang with 20,000 troops.” 

It is considefed that any day may bring 
news of a great battle in the Liao-Yang 
district, 
believed to be so great as to make it almost 
impossible for Gen. Kuropatkin to effect a 
rapid retirement. 

Indefinite reports continue to reach Lon- 
don of Japanese bombardments of Port 
Arthur and Dalny. 

The Standard’s Odessa correspondent con- 
firms the report that Gen. Kuropatkin's 
Sggregate forces for the impending battle 
do not eXceed 100,000 men. 

Shanghai dispatches report that the Chi- 
nese are greatly gratified at the Japanese 
invitation to the Tartar Viceroy of Mukden 
to re-establish the administration of An- 
Tung and induce Chinese traders to return 
@nd resume business.

PARIS, May 18.—The Journal’s's Mukden 
correspondent says: 

“Important events are imminent. The 
Outposts of the two armies are already in 


contact in the zone northwest of Feng- 


Wang-Cheng. Southeast of Liao-Yang the 
Japanese army advancing on Liao-Yang is 
estimated at 100,000. 

“A persistent rumor, which is not con- 
firmed officially, affirms that another Jap- 
anese corps is executing a flanking move- 
ment directed on some point between Liao» 
Yang and Mukden. 

“ According to the best information, there 
are now no fewer than 160,000 Japanese in 
Manchuria.” 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 17.—The follow- 
ing telegram from Gen. Kuropatkin to the 
Emperer, under date of May 16, has been 
, given out here: 

“Toward rioon seventeen steamers ap- 
proached Siung-Yue-Cheng (which is twen- 
ty miles sou.h of Kai-Ping and five miles 
from the shore of the Gulf of Liao-Tung) 
and opened fire upon the town, while five 
vessels approached the shore. 

“At 1:30 P. M. three large steamers ap- 
peared off the Cape, and at 3:20 P. M. the 
enemy landed at Huang-Tsia-Tung and 
commenced < march in the direction of Kai- 
Ping. 

“On May 14 the Japanese occupied Po- 
Jandien with a 2etachment of two battalions 
of infantry and two squadrons of cavalry. 

“On May 14 and 15 the Japanese recon- 
noissances had not pushed beyond four and 
a half miles from the station of Wafandian. 

“On May 15 there was no advance of any 
considerable force of the enemy to the 
north of Poiandien. 

“No fresh report has been received re- 
garding the Japanese raid on Kai-Chow.” 

Says Japanese Only Feinted. 


On the other hand, Gen. Sakharoff reports 
to the General Staff under to-day’s date as 
follows: \ 

“Gen. Samsonoff reports at 11:30 o’clock 
last night that the Japanese confined their 
efforts to feints at landing in the neighbor- 
hood of Siung-ue-Cheng and Kai-Chow. 
Their vessels opened fire on the town of 
Siung-Yue-Cheng, on our scouts, and on 
the coast, 

“The Japanese squadron left after 5:30 
o'clock, proceeding southwest, and several 
of its vessels remained visible on the hori- 
Zon) until dusk.’’ 

Advices received by the General Staff 
show that the Japanese are practically 
masters of all’of the southern end of the 
Liao-Tung Peninsula, save Port Arthur and 
the territory commanded by its guns. This 
result, so promptly brought about, is due to 
the failure of the Russians to make oppo- 
sition of any consequence to the Japanese 
advance. 

A member of the General Staff said that 
the removal of the guns from the fortifica- 
tions erected at Kin-Chow and the de- 
struction of Port Dalny were primarily for 
the purpose of concentrating the entire 
Russian force at Port Arthur. If the men 
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WOULDN’T DINE THE MAYOR. 


The McClellans, House Hunting, Victims 
of Real Estate Agents’ Rivalry. 
Mayor McClellan and Mrs. McClellan 
went house hunting in Seabright, N. J., 
yesterday. They found everything they 
wanted except a luncheon, which, however, 
they happened to need very badly. As it 
was, the butler in the McClellan home in 


Washington Square was obliged to display 
unusual activity .when the Mayor. and his 
wife returned to dinner last night. 

The Mayor was accompanied in Seabright 
by D. B. Keeler, a local real estate man, 
who showed him several cottages, includ- 
ing some out on the Rumson Road. When 
it became noised about that the McClel- 
lans were looking for a cottage there 
seemed to spring out’ of the brush by the 
roadside, from behind telegraph posts, and 
from every point of vantage other agents 
waving hands filled with blank leases. 

After pointing out all that he had to show 
the Mayor the agent turned his horses 
stationward, but Mr. McClellan was hungry 
and insisted on stopping at a hotel for 
something to eat. They were much sur- 
prised when they were told that no meal 
could be provided. The owner of the hotel 
and Mr. Keeler have long been known as 
rivals in the real estate business, and to 
this is attributed the hotel man’s refusal to 
entertain the Mayor. When the McClel- 
lans. left the hotel they met ex-Mayor 
Packer of Seabright, who had been told 
of their plight by an old soldier who had 
fought under Gen. McClellan, The Mayor in- 
quired if there were any place near by 
where he could get a meal, and they were 
directed to Heidel’s Bakery, where they 
had to be content.with pie and cake. The 
Mayor then wired back to his cook to pre- 
pare for company. 


NEW BATTLESHIP FAST IN MUD. 


Rhode Island, Launched at Quincy, 
Meets with Mishap, but Is Refloated. 


QUINCY, Mass., May 17.—The battleship 
Rhodé Island was launched to-day after a 
delay of more than two weeks caused by a 
strike of the mechanics at the works be- 
cause of trouble over the hours of labor, 
No announcement was made in advance of 
the day on which the launching was to take 
place. 

A crew of workmen was brought from 
Groton, Conn., early to-day to assist in the 
launching. No interference was offered by 
the strikers. 

As the battleship began to move toward 
the water Mrs. F: C. Dumaine of Concord, 
Mass., broke a bottle of champagne over 
the bow, saying: 

*“*I christen thee: Rhode Island.” 

After the vessel had left the ways she ex- 
perienced a mishap. The great craft had 
attained such headway that she could not 
be stopped in deep water, and, her anchor 
failing to hold, her stern was forced into a 
mud bank. Three tugs made fast to her as 
séon as possible, but the tide fell rapidly 
ahd they were unable td move her. 

The company sent to Boston for addi- 
tional tugs, and the battleship was floated 
at’ the last of the flood-tide at midnight. 
She is apparently uninjured. 


DEAD-LOCK STILL. UNBROKEN. 


Nine More Ballots Fruitiess in Illinois 
Republican Convention. 


SPRINGFIELD, UL, May 17.—With the 
dead-lock still. unbroken, although nine 
more ballots were taken to-day, the Repub- 
lican State Convention took a recess to- 
night until to-morrow morning. 

The entire session was a long, tiresome 
grind. On the thirtieth ballot, the first of 
the day, Kane and Will Counties went to 
Lowden, leaving Yates, and then Lowden 
for the first time took the lead, with 452 
votes to 487 for Yates. 

The lead was held until the thirty-fifth 
ballot when the delegates from these coun- 
ties went back. Yates resumed the 
lead and held it to the end. On the thirty- 
seventh ballot all but six of the Sherman 
delegates went to Deneen, from Lowden, 
who dropped to third place with 390 votes, 
to 450 for Deneen and 492 for Yates. On 
the thirty-eighth and last ballot of the day 
the result stood: Yates, 487; Lowden, 399%; 
Deneen, 440%; Hamlin, 110%; Warner, 37; 
Sherman, 3; Pierce, 25. 

Conferences to break the dead-lock have 
resulted in nothing, and the outlook to- 
night is that unless Yates is beaten by a 
combination to which both Lowden and 
Deneen are parties, the dead-lock will con- 
tinue indefinitely. 

During one of the conferences the Goy- 
ernor is said to have made the statement 
that, as he had more votes than any other 
candidate, he ought to be the last one that 
could be expected to withdraw, and that 
rather than yield an inch he would let the

BAUDOUINE SUIT DISMISSED. 


Yachtsman’s Wife Not in Court to Press 
Separation Action.

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., May 17.—The 
action for separation brought by Mrs. Mai 
Alden Baudouine, a young society woman 
of Larchmont, against John F. Baudouine, 
a yachtsman and whip, which was set 
down for trial before Justice Dickey, in the 
Supreme Court at White Plains, to-day, 
was not heard, owing to Abraham Hummel, 
representing the defendant, having the 
suit dismissed. 

At the opening: of the court, Mitchell 
Friend, representing Hays & Hershfield of 
141 Broadway, counsel for Mrs. Baudouine, 
as Mrs. Ban- 
douine, who was not in court, was not 
ready to proceed with the trial. Mr. Hu:n- 
mel made objections. 

“This suit was brought two years ago 
by Mrs. Baudouine,”’ said Mr. Hummel, 
‘charging the defendant with cruelty and 


abandonment, and it is time it was tried. 
The couple signed articles ef agreement by 
which the custody of the child is giver to 
the mother. We have made counter charges 


now.”’ 
“The object of this_ suit, then, is the 


custody of the child?’ Judge Dickey asked. 

“Yes, Sir,” Mr. Hummel revlied. Justice 
Dickey dismissed the suit. Further pro- 
ceedings are expected.

STANDARD OIL INTEREST 
AFTER BANK IN PANAMA 


Aldrich’s Action in Senate May 
Have Disposed of Rival. 


KILLED’ SECTION OF BILL 


And with It International Banking Cor- 
poration’s Chance to be Depository 
—Wall Street Ponders, and 
Sagely Talks of Annexation. 


Standard Oil interestS’ in the National 
City Bank have on file with the Controller 
of the Currency an application for permis- 
sion to establish a National bank on the 
Isthmus of Panama within the zone under 
the control of the United States. In making 
this application these City Bank interests 
are carrying out a plan, so the story went 


yesterday, which was indicated more than a 
month ago, when Senator Aldrich, father-in- 
law of John D. Rockefeller, Jr., succeeded 
in having stricken out of the Panama bill 
a section to permit the establishment 
of a Government depository in the canal 
zone, a designation which the International 
Banking Corporation, it is. said, had ex- 
pected to receive. . 

At the National City Bank it was ex- 
plained yesterday that technically the appli- 
cation was not made by the National City 
Bank, because it is against the National 
Banking act to permit the establishment 
of branches by National banks. For that 
reason, it was said, the application was 
made by men prominent in the National 
City Bank, including James Stillman, Will- 
iam Rockefeller, and a few more rep- 
resentatives of Standard Oil interests. 
As no National bank for the canal 
zone could be chartered under exist- 
ing law, those in possession of the facts 
were making the inference yesterday that 
possibly Senator Aldrich and the National 
City Bank were aware of some contingency 
that night make the chartering of such a 
bank possible. ‘The only apparent con- 
tingency of that nature would be the an- 
nexation of Panama tc the United States. 
But there was nothing to be learned either 
in New York or Washington to show that 
this was anything more than mere specula- 
tion on the part of rumor mongers. — 

The section of the Panama bill referred 
to above was stricken out when the bili 
came up in the Senate on April 15 last. 
The official report in The Congressional 
Record of the next day thus describes what 
happen2i: — 


The Secretary read the next section as follows: 

Section 27. That the Secretary of the Treasury 
is hereby authorized to designate in the canal 
zone or in the City of Panama or Colon a Gov- 
ernment depository for the deposit and safe 
keeping of all public moneys required in said 
zone. 

The President Pro Tempore—To this section the 
Senator from Oregon offers an amendment. 

Mr. Mitchell—I offer the amendment which I 
submitted yesterday and had printed. 

The Secretary~It is proposed to add at the 
end of the section the following: 

‘*“The moneys go deposited shall be secured in 
such manfier as the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall direct,”” 

Mr, Aldrich—Mr. President, I think it is ex- 
tremely desirable that this bill shall not.contain 
any doubtful or disputed provisions. .-The ques- 
tion as to the selection of a fiscal agent or Gov- 
ernment depository was called to the attention 
of the Finance Committee by the Secretary of 
the Treasury, and that committee, after giving 
the matter full consideration, decided that it 
was not desirable to enter upon this question at 
the present time. Certainly we are without any 
knowledge as to the wishes of the commission 
and as to just what will be required in the zone 
in the way of fiscal agencies. The provision as 
it now stands would certainly be inadmissible, 
as the only Government depository which could 
be made is a National bank, under the provisions 
of the law. Also the provision which is now 
submitted by the Senator from Oregon in regard 
to the safe keeping of public money is certainly 
inadmissible—that is, from my standpoint—as I 
think it will be from that of all Senators when 
they coffe fo understand it. I therefore ask that 
the sectioh may be left out of the bill. There 
will be plenty of time for the designation of a 
public depository or fiscal agent long before the 
commission will have any money to deposit 
there, and, as it is an uncertain and doubtful 
question, I move to strike out Section 27 from 
the bill. 

The President Pro Tempore—Does the Senator 
from Oregon desire a vote on his amendment? 

Mr. Mitchell—I will withdraw it for the 
present. 

The President Pro Tempore—The amendment 
of the Senator from Oregon is withdrawn. The 
Senator from Rhode Island moves to strike out 
Section 27 of the bill. 

The amendment was agreed to. 

Before the vote on thai motion was taken 
Senator Morgan spoke briefly on the propo- 
sition. He said: 

It appears here as a fact, and as we were in- 
formed in committee, that the Secretary of 
the Treasury had advised putting Section 27 
in the bill, and against all the objection 
I and other members of the minority of 
the committee could urge, it was put in. 
I thought it was a fatal invasion of the 
sovereignty of Panama that the Gevernment of 
the United States should by an act of Congress 
establish a depository of the United States within 
the Republic of Panama, and that it would be 
a@ most dangerous movement with reference to 
our financial security. I thought again that it 
must be a reward for some services that had been 
rendered there in the recent revolution by some 
great banker who had served the cause of liberty 
and the President with dangerous financial risk, 
I could not understand why it was that the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury wanted to have a de- 
pository there. Now, we are informed that he 


has changed his opinion. 

Mr. Aldrich—No; I beg the Senator’s pardon. 
The Secretary has not changed his opinion, 

Mr. Morgan—He has not changed it? 

Mr, Aldrich—He has not. I will say that the 
Committee on Finance, after consideration, did 
not think it a wise thing to do at present, 

Mr. Morgan—I am astonished at the boldness of 
the Senator from Rhode Island in daring to set 
up the opinion of the Committee on Finance 
against the opinion of the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 


WASHINGTON, May #17.—Section 27 of 
the Panama bill was inserted in the bill 
on the recommendation of the Secretary of 
the Treasury. It was not known, outside 
of the few persons who keep advised of 
Treasury movements, when the bill was 
under consideration, that applications had 
been made to the Controller of the Curren- 
cy for establishing National banks on the 
Isthmus, and the action of Mr. Aldrich in 
moving to strike out the section may have 
had relation to thosé,movements. It is posi- 
tively known that the National City Bank 
of New York was one of the applicants for 
a charter for a bank to be established on 
the Isthmus, and there were one or two 
applications from other parties. A char- 
ter for a National bank at Panama could 
not be granted under existing law, and it is 
assumed that the applications were made 
in order to have them on file in the event 
that conditions shquid arise that would 
authorize the Controller to issue a charter, 
as for instance in the annexation of the 


Isthmus. ?

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“GOOD TIMES” IN SMASH-UP. 


Coach, Coming” from Races, Collides 
with Car—Batonyi Hurt. 

While crossing Broadway at Sixty-second 
Street shortly after 6 o’clock last night 
the four-horse coach ‘“‘ Good Times,’’ which 
had taken a party from the Morris Park 
races to the Waldorf-Astoria, collided with 


a south-bound Broadway car, which was 
crowded with vassengers. There were no 
passengers in the coach, which was on its 
way to the Mineola stables with the driver 
and grooms. Auriel Batonyi,.the pro- 
fessional whip, had the lines at the time 
of the collision. He was thrown from his 
seat to the pavement and received severe 
injuries about the body. Chris Kearns, 
who had the horn, and two grooms were 
thrown from their seats, but were not seri- 
ously hurt. Two women in the car became 
hysterical and one of them fainted. 

The car was badly damaged, the dash- 
board having been crbished and half a 
dozen windows smashed. The flying glass 
from the broken winddws cut three of the 
passengers about the face and hands, and 
John Conly, the motorman, narrowly es- 
caped being killea. 

The big yellow coach was jammed against 
the curb, which, at this part of Broad- 
way, is close to the tracks. The left for- 
ward wheel of the coach, was wrenched 
from the axle, the footboard was split, and 
part of it was torn away. Two of the horses 
were bruised and cut. 

Policeman Wall of the West Sixty-eighth 
Street Station, who witnessed the accident, 
hurried_to the assistance of Mr. Batonyi, 
but the latter quickly got to his feet and 
quieted the frightened horses. Mr. Batonyli 
claimei that he had driven half way across 
the track when the car hit the coach. The 
motorman said that the whip on the coach 
swung his horses around the corner in 
front of the car just as the car reached the 
corner. 


JESSE LEWISOHN INDICTED. 


Held in $1,000 Bail for Contempt in Can- 
field Proceedings. 


Jesse Lewisohn, who refused to testify 
before Judge Wyatt and the Grand Jury 
as to his knowledge of gambling in Rich- 
ard A. Canfield’s house in East Forty- 
fourth Street, was indicted yesterday for 
criminal contempt of court. Lewisohn, 
through his counsel, Alfred Lauterbach, en- 
tered a plea of not guilty,/ with a privi- 
lege to withdraw it on Friday, and was 
then released in $1,000 bail. Mr. Lauter- 
bach announced in behalf of his client that 
he would make a motion to dismiss the in- 
dictment. 

When Lewisohn was informed that the 
Grand Jury had found an _ indictment 
against him for contempt, he went to the 
Criminal Courts building with his counsel, 
and appeared before Judge McMahon in 
Part I., General Sessions. Bail was fur- 
nished by S. S. Rosenstamm. 


In moving for the dismissal of the in- 
dictment Mr. Lauterbach will urge that it 


is illegal on the ground that it was found 
while all proceedings were stayed by the 
writ of certiorari granted by Justice Dugro 
of the Supreme Court on the previous day, 
to review the actions of Judge McMahon 
and Justice Wyatt. sHearing on the -writa 
will be held to-morrow. 


MRS, RICHARD McEWEN HURT. 


Wife of President &f Morristown & Erie 
R. R. Co. Thrown from Carriage. 


CALDWELL, N. J., May 17.—Mrs. Rich- 
ard McEwen, wife of the President of the 
Morristown and Erie Railroad Company, 
which last week began running trains from 
this point to Morristown, was severely 
injured to-day in a driving accident. 

Mr. and Mrs. McEwen’s horse took fright 
at a steam roller and upset the carriage. 
Mr. McEwen escaped with bruises and a 
shock, but his wife sustained an injury to 
her spine which may develop seriously. 


MUSTN’T SEE WEALTHY WIDOW. 


Nonagenarian’s Relatives Get Injunction 
Against Yale Student.

/NEW HAVEN, Conn., May 17.—Relatives 
of Mrs. Lavinia m. Foy, a wealthy widow 
now in her ninetieth year, have obtained a 
temporary injunction to restrain Ernest H.

Mr. Hurd comes from Wilton, Conn., 
and has been a member of Mrs. Foy’s 
household for several years, having been 
chosen by the trustees of her estate to act 
as a sort of protector for the ‘household. 
Recently relatives of Mrs. Foy are said to 
have gained the impression that Mr. Hurd 
was taking advantage of the motherly in- 
terest Mrs. Foy has in him to obtain 
money from her. 

Mrs. Foy achieved prominence years ago 
by the invention of a corset and was inter- 
ested with her husband in its manufacture.

TEXAS LOSES TRUST FIGHT. 


Penalties of $10,000,000 May Hang on 
Court’s Decision.

AUSTIN, Texas, May 17.—In the district 
court here to-day Judge Brooks sustained 
the general demurrer to the plaintiff’s peti- 
tion in the case of the State of Texas against 
the Missouri, Kansas and Texas Railway 
Company and the American Express Com- 
pany for penalties aggregating about $235,- 
000 for violation of the anti-trust act. 

The effect of this decision is a victory 
for the defendant companies and settles 
the case so far as the lower court is con- 


cerned. There are forty similar suits pend- 
ing, involving almost all of the railroad and 
express companies operating in Texas. The 
penalties sought to be recovered in these 
Pisces aggregate nearly $10,000,000. 

Judge Brooks stated that railroads are 
not covered in the Texas anti-trust act, 
under which the suit was brought. The 
case will be appealed by the State.

SENT NOTE TO HER HOME 


Intimated That She Would Return to 
Stage—Had Been Under Phy- 
sician’s Care. 


After a day of unusual secrecy on the 
part of all who knew her identity, it be- 
came known last evening that the woman 
for -whom a general alarm had been 
out under the name of “Martha Cut- 
ting” was Mrs: H. Leroy Jones of 6 
East Twelfth Street. Mrs. Jones is con- 


nected with some of the oldest. and most 
distinguished families of the Knickerbocker 
set. Here whereabouts are as much of a 


“mystery as «ver. 


Mrs. Jones ts-a granddaughter of Philip 
Hone, who was Mayor of New York in 
1826 and 1827. Her husband's grandfather 
was Ambrose C. Kingsland, who was Mayor 
of this city from 1851 to 1853. 

Announcement of the identity of the 
missing woman was made by Robert: L. 
Cutting, whose law offices are at 11 Pine 
Street. It was through Mr. Cutting that 
the police- were first asked to -look for 
“Martha Cutting.’’ Mr. Cutting made his 
report at the Tenderloin Police Station, and 
asked excitedly to be permitted to look 
over aJl.the women prisoners for the pur- 
pose of seeing whether the woman he 
sought was among them. 

Mrs. Jonesy it was said yesterday, for 
some time had been subject to temporary 
attacks of mental aberration, and had been 
under the care of Dr. Pearce Bailey of 52 
West Fifty-third Street. Some of the cir- 
cumstances surrounding her disappearance 
were made public yesterday by Mr. Cut- 
ting, who is a friend of her and her hus- 
band. 

Mr. Cutting accompanied the couple to 
the Morris Park race track on Monday 
afternoon, and after the first race the two 
men went to the betting ring. When they 
returned Mrs. Jones was nowhere to be 
seen. They failed to find her, and notified 
Robert Pinkerton, who started an investi- 
gation at once. 

After his return to town in the evening 
Mr. Jones received a note from his wife. 
It was sent at 7 o’clock by a messenger, 
who told the husband that the note was 
given to him at the Hotel Lafayette-Bre- 
voort by a woman who in every particular 
answered the description of his wife. The 
hotel is at Fifth Avenue and Eighth Street, 
only a couple of minutes’ walk from the 
Jones residence. Mr. Jones accompanied 
the messenger boy back to the hotel, but 
when they arrived there the woman was 
nowhere to be found. 

The note; which was a brief one, had been 
‘written on the Lafayette-Brevoort station- 
ery. It ig now in Mr, Cutting’s possession. 
He refused to make it public, but said that 
in, general it was an announcement by 
Mrs. Jones” that she would not return to 
dmusband, but intended to support her- 
self by her own.work. Mrs, Jones formerly 
was on the stage, and the lawyer intimated 
that she contemplated acting again as a 
means of livelihood. 

The Jones residence, three doors away 
from Fifth Avenue, is one of the old 
houses of that part of the city. The house 
was the residence of his parents, and Mr. 
Jones’s mother still lives there. The couple 
have one child, a son, about five years old. 

According to Deputy Commissioner Linds- 
ley, who said he had his information from 
a friend of Mr. Jones, Mrs. Jones at vari- 
ous times has been in a private sanitarium. 
This is denied by Mr. Cutting, who is coun- 
self for Mr. Jones. Dr. Bailey said last 
night that Mrs. Jones was under his care 
about a year ago. 

“I have received no authority from her 
family to speak,” said Dr. Bailey, “and 
under the circumstances’ I could not very 
well discuss the nature of Ner malady.” 

Mrs. Jones had been married twice and as 
often divorced when she married her pres- 
ent husband. The marriage was announced 
on Feb. 10, 1896, but it was learned at that 
time that they had then been married sev- 
eral weeks.. Her maiden name was Margaret 
Hone. Her father was Philip Hone, who 
disappeared on Jan, 23, 1895, and whose 
body was found on April 5 of the same 
year in the North River. He had suffered 
from overwork. Mrs. Jones’s first hus- 
band was Archibald Kearney Mackay. 
They were married in January, 1890. 
In October Mrs. Mackay obtained a 
Dakota divorce. They had:one daughter, 
who was placed in~ the. custody of Mr. 
Mackay’s mother. Mr. Mackay has since 
married Miss Helen G.° Edwards. 

The day after she obtained her divorce 
she married Paul Tupper Wilkes, a young 
actor, and a son of Justice William A. 
Wilkes of the South Dakota Supreme 
Court. After they had been married a few 
months her husband shot and almost killed 
George Shephard, a St. Paul commercial 
traveler, whom he accused of having in- 
sulted Mrs. Wilkes. 

After a couple of years during which she 
and her husband followed a theatrical 
career here and in London, Mrs. Wilkes 
obtained a dtvorce in the Brooklyn courts. 
n.ver her divorce she appeared in ‘“‘ The 
Sporting Duchess’”’ at the Academy of 
Music, and also in ‘** The Strange Adven- 
tures of Miss Brown,” at the old Standard 
Theatre. Her stage name was Virginia 
Paul. 

Herman Leroy Jones is eight years his 


wife’s junior. He is a graduate of Har- 
vard. Last year he went into voluntary 
bankruptcy with $88,000 liabilities and nom- 
inal assets, consisting of a contingent re- 
mainder under his grandfather’s will.

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POOLROOMS RUN IN 
SPITE OF CLOWRY 


Direct Service Stops, but They 
Get the News, 


WIRES. AT TRACK - BUSY 


Jerome Says City Order Doesn’t 
Count, and McAdoo’s Men 
Make Big Raid. | 


By order of President Robert. C. Clowry, 
the direct racing service of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company to subscribers in New 
York City was discontinued yesterday. Not 
only did Col, Clowry stop the service to 
poolrooms, but he also withheld racing news 
from the corcerns which had been distrib- 
uting it by ticker. And yet the poolrooms 
continued to do business, with scarcely 
noticeable interruption.. The company did 
not cease sending reports to New Jersey 


and othér States. The poolrooms got the 
news fast enough. 

By a singular coincidence, the decision 
of Col. Clowry was made public at just 
about the time District Attorney Jerome 
was arranging the detdils preliminary to in- 
stituting proceedings against the Western 
Union fer the part it was playing in, sup- 
plying to poolrooms.the information. neceés- 
sary for their business. Col. Clowry gave 
no explanation of the motives: which in- 
duced his: decision. he first informaticn 
of the stend he had taken came-it-the 
shape of the following signed bulletin, 
issued from his office’ shortly ‘after the 
noon hour: 

‘I have, on my own initiative, directed 
the discontinuance of the délivery of re- 
ports of horse races to. all classes of sub- 
scribers in the City of New York, and the 
reports have been discontinued.” 

Reports by Relay. 

‘While no news was sent direct. to the 
local poolrooms, and while the tickers were 
barren of racing information, the poolrooms 
of the city suffered little inconvenience. In 
the Tenderloin there was.a delay of about 
ten minutes in getting the returns from the 
several tracks after each race, but there 
was no serious interruption in the taking or 
paying of bets. 

The Western Union made no pretense of 
shutting down its racing bureau. Its em- 
ployes at Morris Park were at their .ac- 
.customed places, and they forwarded their 
usual news to the company’s main office, 
.195 Broadway, from which point it was sent 
out.to subscribers in other cities. The only 
change was that New York poolrooms re- 
ceived their advices by means of a relay, 
the results being first sent elsewhere, and 
then telegraphd or telephoned back to the 
city. deste oi 
While poolreom patrotis “all over’ town 
were laughing at the reports that their 
betting was likely to cease, Police Commis- 
sioner McAdoo ordered an Inspector and 
twenty detectives to raid a place in East 
Forty-second Street. The Comméssioner 
described the place as a “poolroom ¢€X- 
change.” His emissaries arrested eleven 
men, thought to be telegraph company em- 
ployes,, and seiged considerable telegraphing 
and telephoning paraphernalia. The re- 
port to headquarters stated that the éx- 
change, or distributing bureau, was serving 
its poolroom clientele without any diffi- 
culty. 

District Attorney Jerome, when he heard 
of Col. Clowry’s action, was not inclined 
to attach any importance to it. 

“If the Western Union has been earrying 
on a legitimate business and selling racing 
news as a legitimate commodity to legiti- 
mate subscribers, I see no earthly reason 
why it should stop the service,” he sald, 
“ Pshaw! As a matter of fact, not a single 
poolroom in New York has closed down. I 
understand that their news is being relayed 
back from Providence to-day. To-morrow 
Utica may serve as the relay station, and

I-cannot see where the sit- 
uation has been changed in the slightest de- 
gree by shutting off a direct service to 
New York subscribers. ;

“Have subpoenas been issued for the Di- 
recters?”’ he was asked. 

** No.” 

‘“‘Have summonses been issued?”

“Will the discontinuance of the racing 
service in New York have the effect of 
checking the proceedings begun by you?” 

*T cannot say.” 

** Will subpoenas be issued to-morrow for 
any of the Directors?” 

‘‘T would rather have nothing whatever 
to say as to my plans. I may say, how- 
ever, that no proceedirgs will be instituted 
against the officers individually, It is 
possible to proceed against a corporation, | 
te indict a corporation, and to pitnish a 
corporation upon conviction. If the West~— 
ern Union were proved gullty of cd-operat- — 
ing with the poolrooms in evading the law 
it would be ifable to a fine of $5,000."

McAdoo Gives Clowry Credit. 


Police Commissioner: McAdoo was - no 
more inclined to accept the declaration of 
President Clowry as a settlement of the 
poolroom question than was District At- 
torney Jerome. 

“I will give the Western Union credit,” 
he said, “for what its President says it 
has done, and look for the next hole in 
the wal] to see where the animal is Hable 
te pop out, but it is not apparent to me that 
the pool room keepers will be seriously in- 
convenienced, even if the company is in 
earnest and stays in earnest. They can get 
their news easily from other sources, 

“ Phe pool rooms are running all over the 
city, with just the same facilities as they 
enjoyed before the Western Union cut out 
the direct wires. sf 

~ Before I was advised of Col. Clowry’s 
sudden decision to abandon the sending of 
racing news to New York patrons, I had 
prepared an answer to the resolutions 
adopted by the Board of Directors, and had 
forwarded it to Col. Clowry. While the 
abandoning of the racing service in New 
York makes some portions of my reply ir- 
relevant, some of the points contained in it 
are still germane. As I said in the letter, 
one of the Western Union's instruments is 
a feeder for from one to forty telephones, 
and each telephone connects directly with a 
poolroom. The existence of poolrooms will 
be menaced in no appreciable degree as 
long as the Western Union continues to 
gather and distribute news from the race 
tracks. Under the old régime, when the 
company was supplying direct wires to 
New York poolrooms, many places were 
eupplied with information by wild-cat syn- 
dicates which probably stole the Western 
Union's news and sent it out to subscrib- 
ers by telephone. 

“I shall not permit police vigilance to be 
relaxed in ferreting out and closing up 
poolrooms. This afternoon a room was 
raided after Col. Clowry sent out his no- 
tice. I think that demonstrates pretty well 
the degree of relief afforded. I. concede 
the fact that the order sent out by Col. 
Clowry is a step in the right direction. It 
Shows that the company admits having 
been in the wrong.” 


Capt. Goddard Jubilant. 

Capt. Goddard, whose investigations and 
report furnished the first proof of the rela- 
tions existing between the poolrooms and 
the Western Union, was jubilant over what 
he termed the receding ‘of the President 
from the position he had been’ maintaining 
since*the poolrodrh controversy began. 

“If the order of the President does noth- 
ing else,”” he said, “‘ it shows that the com- 
pany realizes that it cannot afford to trifle 
with public opinion. Personally I don't 
think that the discontinuance of a direct 
service will amount to much in lessening 
the poolroom evil. The concession of the 
company i8 more of a moral victory than 
anything else. It means that Col. Clowry 
has abandoned his pretense of self-justifica- 
tion. It means that he has come face to 
face with the proposition that it doesn’t 
pay to try to throw dust in the eyes of the 
public.” 

President Clowry. was not to be seen 
after he gave out his statement. His pri- 
vate secretary met callers and said that 
he was authorized to answer any questions 
which might be asked regarding the com- 
pany’s new move. 

“Was there any particular reason for 
the unexpected decision—any meeting of the 
Board of Directors or the Executive Com- 
mittee?’ 

“There was no meeting of the Directors 
or committee. Col. Clowry, as he said, 
acted entirely on his own initiative,”’ was 
the replyy “~ 


Clowry’s Secretary Talks. 

“Has any subsidiary corporation been 
formed to take over the racing department 
of the Western Union?” 

“No, and there will be none. The action 
of the company in shutting off the New 
York service is bona fide and sincere. There 
is no intention of evasion. The Western 
Union is not furnishing and will not fur- 
nish a single item of racing news to any 
subscriber in New York.” 

“The District Attorney claims that the 
information is being sent to a near-by city, 
after having begn garnered by the regular 
Western Union racing men, and that it is 
relayed back. Is that true?” 

“The Western Union certainly is relaying 
no service.”’ 

“The sending of racing news to other 
cities than New York has not been stopped, 
has it?” 

“I cannot discuss the out-of-town service 
at all.” 


“Would it not be possible for any pool- 
room which was getting the service in an 
outside city to send it back with very little 
delay to New York poolrooms or sources of 
distribution? ” 

“Of course the company would have to 
receive any message offered in another cit 
for any individual in New York, but suc 
messages would have to take their regular 
turn. There would be no discrimination 
made in their favor. It would be a

@ny race to be sent from the race track 
to an individual in New York. We could 
not refuse a commercial message handed in 
at any regular office.” 

Is it not.a fact that you have a mo- 
nopoly on racing news, and that you will 
not send out information of that character

“We cannot refuse to accept a mes-

In a Down-town Poolroom. 


The “‘ regulars ’”’ patronizing a small Will- 
iam Street poolroom, which has not closed 
its doors for a single day during the last 
two years, were surprised late in the after- 


noon to learn of the Western Union's ac- 
tion. No delay had been experienced there 
in receiving the returns from the Morris 
Park track, and track odds on all six of 
the races had been posted as usual. Half 
an hour before each race, at the latest, it 
was known which horses had been with- 
rawn, and ten minutes before the respect- 
Ve races were run the track betting on 
each horse was announced. The soaleys' 
names were not given, but it has not been 
customary to give them for some time. 

The manager was smiling and happy. 

“ All this rumpus won’t affect us a bit,” 
he said, “It may not be generally known, 
but the telephone company, as a matter of 
fact, is fully able to take care of us.

A poolroom on lower Sixth Avenue, when 
the service was shut off yesterday after- 
noon, got into communication with a room 
in Trénton, N. J;, and secured its informa- 
tion direct from that source. On West 
Thirty-eighth Street, what is known as a 
“conversation wire,” such as any man can 
have installed in his place of business, was 
utilized, a connection being secured with 
an adjacent city, so that there had been 
no interruption to the service.’ 


Brooklyn Places Open. 


Despite the fact that the Western Union 
withdrew its service from the Brooklyn 
poolrooms, no apparent difficulty was ex- 
perienced by those who “‘ made book” in 
that borough. Most of the poolrooms obtain 
their news by means of the telephone, any- 
way, and those rooms where the néws pre- 
viously had been received by .telegrap 
readily adapted themselves to the ne 
ditions. A telephone exchange for the poof- 
rooms has been in existence in one of thé 
large office buildings near. the \Borough 
Hall for more than a year, and this ®x- 
change supplies the news to a number of 
places within the syndicate. It was tot 
exchange that most of the bookmakers da 
recourse yesterday, and additional help was 
required at the central point. 

In the Williamsburg district there are 
about half a dozen flourishing poolrooms. 
Of these only two ever used the telegraph 
company’s reports, and both of these had 
telephones in addition. The same was the 
case in the two ‘big establishments of the 
Bedford district and in the half dozen or 
more smaller: poolrooms in the neighbor- 
hood of the Borough Hall. 


HOW IT WAS DONE AT TRACK. 


Result of Each Race Wired by Quick 
Operator to Main Office. 


Racing news was sent fromt the Morris 
Park race course throughout the afternoon 
in exactly the same manner as had been the 
custom since the “ Racing Bureau” of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company was 
established, twenty-five years ago. 

One of the most alert and fastest/men in 
the service of the company sat at the end 
of the press stand and sent a description of 
each race as it was being run. He used a 
wire connected by a loop through the track 
telegraph office with the main office at 195 
Broadway, and other quick telegraphers 
sent the earliest possible information. con- 
cerning ‘‘ scratches,’ jockeys, and over- 
weights, and were in the ring at the open- 
ing of the betting on each race, taking data 
up to the closing time of the betting, as has 
been done ever since the racing department 
of the telegraph company became a source 
of large revenue. 

From the operator who sent away the 
news of the running of the several races it 
was learned that he supposed he was send- 
ing his usual description of how the races 
were run and how “so and so wins by a 
neck,”’ for the benefit of poolrooms in the 
West and far South. 


Good Out-of-Town Service. 


“ All the wires to New York rooms have 
been cut off,” he said, “‘ but the service of 
out-of-town places continues just the same, 
and we have to get the news to them 2s 
early as possible, under the company’s con- 
tracts, I do not know anything about the 
New York rooms personally, but I have 
heard that the service which usually goes 
to them direct from the track has been 
taken out. 

The race track office of the» Western 
Union Company formerly was under the 
grand stand and in the same inclosure as 
the betting ring, with a row of bookmakers 
at its front. It was removed thigs Spping 
to a booth of frame built just betwen*two 
sets of stairs at. the front of the grand 
stand, but sufficiently far back to escape 
notice from most parts of the lawn. There 
it was said by the manager that no mes- 


‘sages to New Yorkior anywhere else were 


accepted, except those written and filed 
under. the same conditions governing the 
business of the company in New York City. 

Newspaper dispatches were sent out just 
as they had been for years, and the man- 
ager stated that the track office was con- 
nected by special wires directly with_the 
Western Union Telegraph Company’s New 
York main office. he loop from the spe- 
cial operator in the press stand went 
through the same channel. One of the 
employes stated that under the circum- 
stances the racing news for out-of-town 
poolrooms must be distributed from the 
main office, as in-the past, as he knew of 
no other arrangement that could be made 
hurriedly for the general distribution of 
such information. 

The employes of the office were careful 
to emphasize the fact that all messages 
sent out were written and filed. As the 
office has several messengers whose duties 
are to be always about the betting ring and 
the official notice board, there would be no 
change from e ordinary procedure, as 
the messengers in the post have brought all 
such news, with the latest betting, to the 
track office. 

By inquiry it was established that all the 
racing news from the track must go over 
the Western Union wires, as there were 
only two telephones.on the Westchester 
Racing Association’s property, at Morris 
Park—one of these telephones being in the 
clubhouse, where the special notice is post- 
ed that the telephone is for the exclusive 
use of the members of the Turf and Field 
Club, and the other in the private residence 
of the track Superintendent. It would be 
impossible to use the telephone at ae 
intendent Gorman’s house, even were r. 
Gorman to permit it, as his home is far 
from the betting ring and public inclosures. 
The clubhouse ‘phone was but little used 
in the course of the afternoon, and then 
only by members of the club for private 
calls. 

No effort was made to signal messages 
from the track to persons on the outside, 
and though other telephones are within a 
few blocks of the track, employes of the 
Pinkerton Police Agency stated that they 
were not aware of any method by which 
news of the racing could get out through 
the efforts of individuals. They had seen 
no indication that any such plan was being 
attempted. 

“Well, those poolrooms in New York will 
have an awful hard time getting reports 
from Jersey City, won't they?” remarked 
Gottfried Walbaum, one of the prominent 
layers of the Metropolitan Turf Associa- 
tion, formerly chief owner of the Saratoga 
Racing Association, and a man who has 
been interested in poolrooms, ‘All they 
have go to do is to take it hét off the wires 
over Sere and sent it straight back to New 
York. Maybe they might lose as much as 
a minute in getting the news back. As far 
as I can see it is the business of the West- 
ern Union to send messages as they come 
and if they happen to be racing news, tha 
is none of the business of the Western 
Union. 

“Oh, yes, I know all about the racing 
news service of the company, but if the 
company did not send the information that 
was wanted, some one else would. So 
what is the difference? The law may stop 

oolrooms from operating, but when the 
aw succeeds in that, it will be because no 
more racing is going on.” 

What Stedeker Says. 

Henry Stedeker. the oldest bookmaker 
now doing business in this country, and 
the man whom District Attorney Jerome 
caused to be convicted’ and sentenced to 
pay a fine of $500 for operating a room in 
the down-town district, said last night: 

“I fail to see where the- Western Union 


Telegraph Company has any right to dis- 
criminate as to the character of messages 
sent over its wires, so long as they do not 
contain objectionable matter under the law. 
News of racing is as legitimate as news of 
stock deals or ong teing else that is inter- 
esting and that fills a public demand. 

*“*T do not care to discuss the present situ- 
ation, but the company has sent out racin 
news in the past and made a great deal o 
money out of it. Personally I do not be- 
lieve that the compatey will give “y the bi 
profits. Nor do believe that it woul 
serve | purpose if the company did 
abandon its racing Gopaetenent, or if the 
rapid - distribution of news should be 
stopped, people would bet just the same, 
taking ticker or morning newspapet quo- 
tations for the settlement of bets., 

“J will not say that the Directors of the 
Western Union are not sincere in the cut- 
ting off of the New York rooms, but it 
appears that the company is distributing 
news to out-of-town rooms just the same. 
If there is ony, mora: question involved, 
point out the difference to me! I think that 
the demand of 50,000 or so people who can- 
not go to the race tracks, but who still 
wish to bet, will not be unsupplied so long 
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RACING _BUREAU’S “HISTORY. 
ainsi 
Founders Made Much Money—Window 
Jumpers a Modern Need. 


The Racing News Bureau, as it was 
formerly known officially, though the title 
has been modified of late, is about twenty- 
five years old. Before the bureau was 
formed the Western Union was a common 
carrier in fact, as at thatitime the pool- 
rooms throughout the country were sup- 
plied by their own cofrespondents, 


The distribution of racing information at 
that time was in-thé hands of about a dozen 
men, each of whom. was in the pay of from 
one to a score of poolrooms, each sending to 
his patrons as early as pessible the news of 
scratches, jockeys who would ride, and 
probable: betting. The method of sending 
private messages naturally was slow, and 
about twenty-five years ago Henry Clay 
Ditmas, formerly a race track messenger 
employed by the Western Union Company 
to deliver messages at the course, evolved 
the idea of securing the exclusive right to 
disburse racing news and to get a monopoly 
of furnishing to the poolrooms the news 
that they were obliged to have. 

To whom he suggested his idea never 
was made public, but the plan was put into 
execution within a few weeks, and a simi- 
lar monopoly was secured in the West by 
E, 8. Gardner, the most prosperous of the 
Western lroom correspondents. Gard- 
ner openly bid a price for the exclusive 
right to send out news from the various 
Western race courses, and secured all the 
tracks where there was racing on which 
poolrooms wére operated, Ditmas secured 
a similar right for the New York tracks, 
but thé amount he paid for the privilege in 
the old days, when poolrooms were run 
wide open, never appeared. 


Founders Made Fortunes. 

Both men accumulated fortunes, and 
though both are now dead, the business is 
conducted much on the plan that they orig- 
inally operated. The method required sim- 
ply the announcement of results after races 
at first; but later descriptions of races were 
sent direct from the tracks. Then. more 
elaborate service was required, and direct 
wires to each poolroom connectéd with the 


main office of the telegraph company and 
thence to the operator at the track were 
furnished. By this method results of races 
were sent to distant poolrooms with the 
minimum of delay in transmission, together 
with opening and closing Retting, and 
“flashes” on horses that vee ae acked 
heavily and on which the odds had made 
quick changes. 

This method has been employed so long 
now that the average poolroom patron de- 
mands such information, and {ft was sup- 
plied even in the worst times of the crusade 
against race track gambling, telephones be- 
ing used in rooms which had no telegraphic 
service, and the telephoned information 
coming from rooms which were supplied 
with telegraph and epernsee. It was about 
this time that the police raids made porta- 
ble telephones and telegraphic instruments 
necessary, as sometimes became urgent 
for the connections to be cut and the in- 
struments concealed when the police were 
at the door. 


Vest Pocket Instruments. 

The need brought quick response, and 
when about a year ago a raid was made on 
** Biff” Ellison’s place in Fourteenth Street, 
several nocket telegraph receiving instru- 
ments and one pocket telephone were ad- 


ded to the curios at Police Headquarters. 
Since that time the Morse pocket telegraph- 
ic instrument has been in rather common 
use, and as it permits of connections being 
cut by means of a simple screw, and as the 
instrument can be earried conveniently in 
a vest pocket, few of them have been seized 
of late.. Under recent pressure smart op- 
erators, who “‘ know how to get out of a 
be sig ” if necessary, have been em- 
ployed. 

The responsibility of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company’s. “racing. départ- 
ment’ as the aid of the poolroom opera- 
tors was established by Capt. F. Nor- 
ton Goddard, whose agents represent- 
ee themselves as poolr Operators who

OTHER CITIES NOT AFFECTED. 


Service to Poolrooms Continues Up the 
State and in the West. 


Specials to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, May 17.—The poolrooms here 
received the Morris Park results as usual 
to-day. So far as can be learned in Al- 
bany, the poolrooms in other parts of the 
State received the usual service. 


UTICA, N. Y., May 17.—The race report 
was received here as usual to-day, and 
there was no change in the service. 


CHICAGO, May 17.—That the shutting off 
of all the Western Union service pertaining 
to racing news from the City of New York 
would not affect Chicago in the least was 
the statement made to-day by Ernest G. 
Sheckler of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company. 

“Since the ordinance regarding tickers 
went into effect last Fall,’ he said, “ we 
have su oe no racing news. The pool- 
rooms of wenge are entirely shut off from 
our service and are dependent on the tele- 
phone. We have heard nothing of the order 
given to-day in New York.” 

Assistant Chief of Police Schuettler said 
that the Western Union Company tele- 

phed their racing information to a sta- 
tion beyond Dunning, just outside the city 
limits, whence it was telephoned to the 
bookmakers. Thus they avoided the anti- 
ticker ordinance, he said. 

“The telephone company has started to 
remove its instruments from poolrooms,” 
he added, “but an injunction has been 
issued against it by the bookmakers, and 
the affair is at a dead-lock. We are await- 
ing a decision of the case, and expoct soon 
to hear definitely from the telephone com- 


pany.”’ . 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, May 17.—The Ohio 
laws, which prohibit poolrooms and other 
forms of gambling, are obeyed in Cincin- 
nati in so far as poolrooms are concerned. 
Just over the Ohio River, however, in Cov- 
ington, Ky., the three or four big poolrooms 
were running openly this afternoon, as 
usual. Crowds of bettors were in attend- 
ance, and all the race service, including 
that of Morris Park, was received on time. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., May 17.—A local 
ordinance forbids the maintenance of pool- 
rooms in San Francisco. Harry Corbett’s 
and other sporting exchanges receive no 
race reports. The result is that poolrooms 
are run in San Salito, just across the Bay. 
The Western Union is serving these pool- 
rooms with Morris Park results ag usual 
to-day, having received no orders to cut 
them off. 


POCKETS BULGED WITH GEMS. 


“Tim” Donoghue, Treasury Detective, 
Stumbled Against the Doctor on Pier. 


‘Tim ’’ Donoghue, the old Treasury De- 
partment detective who goes about the 
piers, had an extra sleuthy fit yesterday. 
As a result, he captured Dr. Josef Hen- 
ninger, a prominent Chicago physician, and 
took from his pockets a number of jewel 
cases containing fine diamond brooches 
valued at $2,500. The doctor, having been 
separated from his property, boarded the 
first train for Chicago. 

When the steamship Bremen arrived at 
Hoboken “ Tim” was at the pier. He came 


upon the doctor as the latter was bendin 
over his trunk, which had been examine 
by a Customs inspector. The doctor’s lon 
raincoat bulged just a little over his bac 
pocket. “Tim” stumbled maliciously, and 
to save himself from falling he put_ his 
hand on the bulging pocket. Something 
hard was felt inside. 
Timothy “got busy.” The doctor was 
much disturbed. While the detective was 
not looking he ran to the nearest ferry, 
his pockets lighter than they had been.

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| Captured by Police. 
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McADOO ORDERED THE ATTACK 


With Crowbars and Axes Inspector Mc- 
Laughlin’s Men Enter East Forty- 
second Street Place. 


In the midst of the excitement caused by 
yesterday's announcement that the Presi- 
dent of the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany had cut off all racing information 
from the poolrooms, Police Commissioner 
McAdoo sent Inspector McLaughlin and 
twenty detectives to raid what they called 
a “poolroom exchange” in East Forty- 
second Street, between Third and Lexing- 
ton Avenues. : 

The officers captured eleven’ men, supD- 
posed to be employes of the Western Union, 
as well as twenty-one telegraph instru- 
ments, seventeen telephones, a lot of racing 
sheets, a faro lay-out, and a roulette table. 
“ Poolroom exchanges"’ were the institu- 
tions about which Mr. McAdoo complained 
pointedly in his recent answer to Col. 
Clowry’s defense of the company’s meth- 
ods. This raid, it ~was said, _was the first 
ever directed against a place charged with 
being an exchange. 

Inspector McLaughlin had about a score 
of men with him. His chief aides were De- 
tective Sergts. O'Connor and Lyons. It 
Was about 4:50 when they reached the four- 
story building, which has a wholesale liquor 
Store on the ground floor and a printing es- 
tablishment on_the top floor. When ‘the 
officers found fhey could not get into the 
rooms on the third floor, they got out their 
axeS and crowbars. They had to smash 
three heavy three-inch oak doors. They 
did it so quickly that they were inside be- 
fore the disturbed and frightened occupants 
could escape. At first there was some show 
of resistance, but it disappeared when Mc- 
Laughlin and his men covered their eleven 
intended victims with revolvers. 

“What do you want?” one man inquired 
sullenly. 

“You and these things,” said the In- 
spector, looking at the instruments, some of 
which were clicking merrily. 

“Got a warrant?” asked the man. 

“Don't need a warrant for a felony,” 
was the reply. 

Just then one of the seventeen telephones 
rang. There were twelve table telephones 
and five hanging on the wall. Inspector 
McLaughlin picked up the receiver of the 
one that was ringing. - 

“ Who's that?” 

“Me. Banks. Got the last race?” was 
what came over the telephone, according 
to the Inspector. 

“No. Give it to us.” 

“Here you go: Reliable wins, Athol sec- 
ond, Collector Jessup third. By-by!” 

The sixth race at Morris Park yesterday 
resulted that way, as McLaughlin learned 
later. 

“All these people are under arrest. Cut 
off all these instruments,” he announced, 
and every instrument was cut off. Of the 
twenty-one, elghteen were marked “‘ W. U. 
Tel. Co., No. 1.” All were in use in the 
room. The telephone wires were cut, too. 
Then, leaving all but O’Connor and Lyons 
in charge of the men, the Inspector went 
down stairs to see what he could find. The 
rooms on the second floor were vacant, but 
& search revealed the faro board and rou- 
lette wheel, which were packed away. 

Police Capt. Shire’ of the East Thirty- 
fifth Street Station was told of the raid by 
telephone and asked to’ send up the patrol 
Wagon. The eleven mien, when taken to the 
station, gave the following descriptions of 
themselves: Daniel Jolly, musician, 410 
Willis Avenue; Joseph Ellis, clerk, S884 
Third Avenue; Jacob Heumen, florist, 952 
Second Avenue; Jerothe Ross, actor, 611 
First Avenue; Charles Fischer, clerk, 1,500 
Third Avenue; George E. Chambers, clerk, 
Clifton Park, Weehawken; John J. Adams, 
142 Gold Street, Brooklyn; Frank: Moffat, 


clerk, 203 West Sixtieth Street; John J. 
Nolan, clerk, 608 First Avenue; Charles C. 
Hazard, clerk, Union Hill, and John Bar- 
ton, clerk, 505 Bergen Street, Brooklyn. 
All were charg with violating Section 
351 of the Penal Code, This relates to 
poctrrome—eaninteining them or aiding and 
abetting in their maintenance. McLaughlin 
said he could not put his finger on any 
manager or runner, but that all were aids 
to the scheme. Only one of the eleven had 
anything to say. 

*“*Got to make a livin’’” he remarked, 
while the rest maintained a sullen silence. 

Inspector McLaughlin said that Mahoney, 
one of the so-called ‘Big Four” in the 
gambling ring, owned the house in which 
the raid took place. He said he did not 
know whether any of the men were West- 
ern Union employes or not, as they would 
not tell. Ex-Assistart District Attorney H. 
W. Unger appeared at the station as coun- 
sel for the eleven, and before long he had 
Magistrate Joseph Moss at the station with 
a bondsman, Edward Zoellner of 222 East 
Fourteenth Street, who put up in Ifeu of 

500 for each man the tenement at 156 East 

ne Hundred and Twelfth Street. 

Inspector McLaughlin was asked how he 
knew the place was a distributing point for 
racing information. He pointed to the tele- 
graph and telephone instruments. When 
asked how he could prove the information 
was sent by them to poolrooms, he said: 

“I suppose it.”’ , 

It was suggested that supposition would 
not as evidence in court. 

“TI won’t answer,” he said. ‘“ Wait till 
morning.”’ 

The same thing was suggested to Capt. 
Shire; who said he was “ morally certain” 
the men sent out racing news, but that he 
did not know how he could prove it. Later 
he said he would try to trace the wires to a 

lace reviomly pecyes to be a poolroom. 

several of his detectives were sent out for 
this purpose, 

Commissioner McAdoo said after the raid 
that his officers had informed him pool- 
rooms were running during the day as 
usual. 

“There was no change in the mode of 
taking bets,” said he. “Mr. Clowry had 
better look out or he'll lose some of his 
property.” d 

Rave you any further comment to make 
on the poolroom situation?” 

a0 Well, the raid speaks for itself, I 
think,”’ he replied.

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CHARGED PARK ROW TROLLEYS.

Twenty- 
sixth Street, with a friend, Grant-H. Dil- 
heimer, early yesterday afternoon went to 
Police Headquarters and had an interview 
with Commissioner McAdoo. Later inspect- 
or McClusky wes called in, and Detectives 
icdward Hugnes and Michael Summers 
were detailed on the case. 

The detectives went 
where Mr. Davis had an 
Gen. Pearson and Van Der Hoogt for 3 
o'clock. The detectives were secreted in 
Mr. Davis’s apartments when the visitors 
called. When the men were seated Mr. 
Davis says he asked them what they 
wished to see him about, and they told him 
they were seeking an accounting wo: cer- 
tain money belonging to the Boer. Govern- 
ment. Mr. Davis says he tried to get the 
men to put in plain’words what they had 
called for, but declares he failed.

If 
he has the money, I want to know about it. 
I did send Mr. Davis a note or two, simply 
asking for a meeting with him. I recall 
that I sent him a letter on April 28, written 
at the Continental Hotel, asking if I could 
see him the following afternoon at 2 
o'clock. Not receiving any reply from Mr. 
Davis, I wrote again on the afternoon of 
April 29, asking for a later meeting. In 
the second letter I think I demanded an 
accounting of the 
threatening legal steps if such an account- 
ing was not forthcoming. 

“After the close of the Boer war I con- 
ducted the negotiations in the celebrated 
ease of the Government mules. I had 
served through the Boer war, taking part 
in the siege of Ladysmith. I had the rank 
ot Acting Quartermaster General, and 
served under Gen. Louis Botha.”

Strategy of Dalny’s Destruction. 


The destruction of Dalny, he said, was 
the result of no sudden determination, but 
was due to the probability that a force at- 
tempting to hold this place could be sep- 
arated from Port Arthur and captured, 
thus inflicting further loss of prestige to 
the Russians which could not be permitted 
at this time. To defend the whole of the 
southern end of the Liao-Tung Peninsula 
it would have been necessary to have an 
army equal to that which the Japanese 
coyld have landed. 

The weakness of the Manchurian army, 
said this officer, left only one course to 
pursue—namely, that of mobilizing suffi- 
cient troops at Port Arthur to hold it pn- 
til relief came, abandoning every point out- 
side which did not contribute to the strate- 
gic defense of the fortress. 

It has been learned that the ground over 
which the Japanese must charge to capt- 
ure the fortress is heavily mined. If they 
do capture it, the officer said, they will 
pay a frightful price. 

The destruction of Dalny is complete, the 
breakwater and the buildings as well as 
the piers and docks daving been blown up. 


Jnpanese Still Destroying Mines. 


TOKIO, May 17.—Admiral Kataoki re- 
ports that on May 15 the operation of re- 
moving the mines in Kerr Bay was contin-’ 
ued by the torpedo boats under protection 
of a bombardment by the fleet.’ There is 
no change in the enemy's defense except 
the addition of two or three field guns to 
their position, which had the effect of in- 
terrupting the work of clearing the bay of 
the. mines. 

Nevertheless, the Japanese destroyed 
eight mines, but there are many more left, 
and the work of destroying them will be 
continued.

BERLIN, May 17.—Col. Gadke tele- 
ghephs from Mukden, under date of May 
15, that the Japanese are advancing in a 
line parailel with the railway from Niu- 
Chwang to Lieo-Yang. The Japanese 
right is said to be moving cautiously, 
while the left wing {s advancing with 
greater persistence. Strong bodies of 
Russian cavalry are keeping watch of 
both flanks as the Japanese advance. 

A large Japenese force is marching 
against the Russian troops on the Liao- 
Tung Peninsula, whose numbers are still 
said to ‘be considerable. Rain prevails 
and roads are in a very bad state. Quiet 
prevails at Mukden. 

By The Associated Press. 

MUKDEN, May 17.—Jt was announced 
here to-day that the main body of the 
Japanese forces is advancing on Hai- 
Cheng (about ten miles southeast of Niu- 
Chwang) and Kai-Ping, (about thirty-five 
miles south of Niu-Chwang,) and that a 
smaller force is marching in the direction 
of Liao-Yang. Important developments are 
probable. 

The fighting line is steadily nearing Muk- 
den, where Viceroy Alexieff’s headquarters 
still remain. It is now known that the 
Japanese are almost within striking dis- 
tance of the Russians and that the forces 
protecting Liao-Yarg are stretching east- 
ward from the railroad along the Mo-Tien 
mountain range. 

The Japanese are advancing in three col- 
umns and are now north of Siu-¥en and 
Feng-Wang-Cheng. Two columns are re- 
ported to be working further to the north- 
ward, with the object of turning the Rus- 
sian position and advancing upon Mukden. 

Numerous small engagements have been 
fought, but no decisive ‘action has taken 
place. Port Arthur is now completely 
isolated by the Japanese expedition at 
Potandien. 


NIU-CHWANG NOW EVACUATED. 


Last of Russian Troops March Out—To 
Destroy Abandoned Gunboat. 


NIU-CHWANG, May 16, (delayed.)—The 
Russian evacuation of this city has been 
completed. Nothing remains but the de- 
struction of the gunboat Sivouch, which it 
is expected will take place early in the 
morning. 

The Russian troops marched out in per- 
fect order, Gen. Kondratsvitch leaving 
with the last regiment. It is stated on the 
highest Russian authority that the Jap- 
anese advance will be resisted at Hai- 
Cheng, whence the Russian forces will fall 
back upon Liao-Yang, where they will 
make a determined stand, with a fighting 
strength there available of 70,000 men. 

If defeated, no stop will be made at Muk- 
den, but the retirement will be continued 
to Thieling, a town at the head of naviga- 
tion for native craft on the Liao River, 200 
miles north of Niu-Chwang. 

At the same time the Cossack regiments 
will be employed in the rear of the Japanese 
Army of the Yalu, harassing the troops 
and interfering with its communications, 
It is not believed that the Japanese will 
move into the interior until they have thor. 
oughly established their base here, repeat- 
ing the movement they made in the war 
with China. 

That Russians admit the advance of the 
Japanese army to a point within fifteen 


miles of Hai-Cheng, many of their wounded 
entering there. 

The nearest fighting before the Japanese 
reach Niu-Chwang is expected at Tashi- 
ichao, but it will not ay to much. This 
city is now guarded by 300 Chinese police, 
and everything is quiet. The Japanese force 
at Kai-Chau is reported 20,000 strong.

GEN. ZASSALITCH REMOVED. 


Lieut. Gen. Count Keller Sdcceeds Com- 
mander Defeated at the Yalu. 


St. PETERSBURG, May i7.—It is an- 
nounced to-night that Lieut. Gen. Zassalitch 
has been relieved of the command of the 
Second Siberian Army Division and that 
Lieut. Gen. Count Keller, formerly Gov- 
ernor of Ekaterinoslav, has been appointed 
to succeed him. 

Since the battle of the Yalu it has been 
predicted that Gen. Zassalitch would not 
retain his command, but there has been no 
disposition to act hastily. The Emperor's 
advisers could not forget that while Gen. 
Zassalitch did not carry out the plan of 
operations which had been’ previously de- 


termined upon, he had Gisplayed a stub- 
born resistance which showed to the 
enemy and to the world that the Russians 
had not lost the courageous spirit of past 
generaticns. . 


BLAMES ALEXIEFF FOR YALU. 


Kuropatkin Actuses. Rival—Differ About 
Abandoning Port Arthur.. 


PARIS, May 17.—A dispatch to the Temps 
from Vienna says. information received 
there shows that the cagflict between Vic- 
eroy Alexieff and Gen. Kuropatkin is acute. 
sue latter attributes the Russian defeat 
on the Yalu River to Viceroy Alexieff’s 
orders countermanding his previously given 
instructions. 

Gen. Kurepatkin; aceording to the Temps’ 
dispatch, now proposes the abandonment 
of Port Arthur, the junction of its forces 
with his army and the retirement of the 
united forces to Harbin, maintaining that 


the present Russian force is not sufficient 
to cope with the . apanese. 

Viceroy “Alexieff holds this course to be 
folly, as the abandenment of Port Arthur 
would mean the loss of the fleet: the suf- 
fering of a moral defeat and the risk of the 
extermination of the Port, Arthur force 
while seeking to make a junction with Gen. 
Kuropatkin. The Emperor's entourage, it 
is added, tends to support Viceroy Alexieff. 


MR. SCHIFF ON JAPAN’S LOAN. 


Says England Is Pleased at London and 
New York Co-operation. 


Jacob H. Schiff returned to this country 
yesterday on the Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grosse after a trip to Europe-to arrange 
for the floating of part of the Japanese 
loan. Of foreign affairs Mr. Schiff said: 

“There are several things which are in- 
teresting the public at this time. of 
course the war is taking the leading place. 
In Germany public opinion on the surface 
seems to be for Russia,~but that is solely 
because~of the influence of the Govern- 
ment. The German people, as a matter of 
fact, have little sympathy for Russia. The 
bankers show no eagerness to take part in 


the loan negotiated by Russia with the 
Paris bankers. 

‘In France there As little enthusiasm for 
either country at war, but there is a gen- 
eral feeling of danger for the French mon- 
ey invested in Russian securities. 

‘England is very well satisfied at the 
co-operation of London and New York 
bankers in placing the Japanese loan. It 
is pointed out by the leading men that it 
must have a far-reaching moral effect, in- 
asmuch as it assures to Japan in a sub- 
stantial manner the sympathy of England 
and of the United States. 

“The coming National election in. the 
United States likewise begins to attract 
considerable attention, and satisfaction is 
expressed on every hand at the evident de- 
sire of the Democratic Party to divest it- 
self of the financial heresies of former 
years. 

‘““My meeting with King Edward was of 
an entirely private nature, and I therefore 
feeh a delicacy about talking of it. I 
found him thoroughly informed on all af- 
fairs regarding the United States, and with 
a most earnest desire for the constant 
growth of the friendly relations between 
the two countries.”’ 


EDWARD EAGER TO END WAR. 


Sent a Suggestion to the to the Czar, Says Sir 
Hugh Gilzean-Reid. 


ST. LOUIS, May 17.—Sir Hugh Gilzean- 
Reid, President of the World’s Press Par- 
liament and a prominent figure in English 
official circles, said to-day that King Ed- 
ward was seeking to end hostilities in the 
Far East. He said: 

“King Edward is for peace. He did not 


like to see the war between Russia and 
Japan begin, and wishes to see it brought 
to an end as soon as possible. When the 
new British Ambassador went to St. 
Petersburg he carried a message from the 
King to the Czar suggesting that peace be 
brought about.”’ 


SKIRMISH IN MANCHURIA. 


Cossacks Suffer Slight Loss in Fight 
with Japanese Advance Guard. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 17.--ten. Kuro- 
patkin telegraphs to the Emperor under 
date of May 16 as follows: 

**On May 10 our Cossacks encoun‘ered a 
force of the enemy composed of one bat- 
talion of infantry and two squadrons of 
cavalry belonging apparently to the Japa- 
nese Guards Division near Kuan-Dian-Sian, 
and. the fusillade lasted for an hour and a 
half. The fire of the Japanese infantry ard 
eavalry was poor. We had one Cossack 
wounded, one horse killed and another 
wounded, and two Cossacks missing. 

**On May 15 the Japanese vanguard occu- 


ied Haihamentsa, in the valley of the 
eft branch'of the same river, ard Shitsia- 
futsu and Hitvouchen, in the valley of the 
Ai River, and Kuan-Dian-Stian. 

“There were no Japanese at Siu-Yen on 
May 15.”

Murphy-McCarren Fight Will Pro- 
long His State Power. 


GROUT’S STAND PLEASES HIM 


Shevlin and Doyle in Brooklyn Say That 
They Will Work Together in Pres- 
ent Movement. 


Ex-Senator David B. Hill spent the is, 
er part of yesterday downtown. Several 
of his .riends met him in the financial dis- 
trict, but to all of them he would give no 
inkling as to his status in the McCarren- 
Murphy fight. 

The ex-Senator, however, it is known to 
his friends, secretly delights in the fact 
that a hard fight is on between Manhattan 
and Kings, all of which helps to-keep him 
at the Democratic helm in the State. Hill 
men believe that the enmities engendered 
in the present fight will last for a long 
time, and they think, therefore, that the 
ex-Senator’s grip on the State organization 
will. be assured for some campaigns to 
come. 

Controller Grout’s course is understood to 
please the Democratic leader greatly. 
Those ciosest to Mr. Hill said yesterday 
that Mr. Grout could do nothing which 
would more readily bring his Gubernato- 
rial ambitions nearer fruition than will his 
present course. That Senator McCarren 
will never rest until Mr. Grout is in pos- 
session of the nomination is certain. 

Mr. Hill returned to the Hoffman House 
a few minutes before 5 o’clock, and in the 
next hour was called upon by several 
friends. He is expected to return to Al- 
bany this morning. 

Controller Greut is still waving the anti- 
Murphy flag from the ramparts of his de- 
partment, and meantime Tammany Hall is 
planning what is best to be done. 

Manifestoes were issued yesterday both 
by James Shevlin and by William A. Doyle, 
Deputy Fire Commissioner and patronag? 
dispenser in Brooklyn for Charles F. Mur- 
phy. Mr. Shevlin said in his statement 
that he would work with Doyle in the pres- 
ent movement. He declared, in effect, that 
Murphy had given assurances iuat the 
political independence of Brooklyn Demo- 
crats would not be disturbed and that only 
on that assurance had he decided to take 
part in the gontest.

tion te St. Louis to present the name of Ed- 


ae Cc. Wall as a candidate for the Presi- 
agency. 

In addition the convention adopted a plat- 
form which ‘ recognizes the last National 
platform as the code of National, Democ- 
racy until a new platform is adopted.’’ 

Among other things the platform favors 
the enforcement of laws against *“ trusts,” 
tariff for revenue only, repeal of taroff on 
zll trust-made articles, income tax, and 
election of United State$ Senators by direct 
vote. 

The unit rule was adopted.

COLUMBUS, Ohio, May 17.—The Repub- 
lican State Convention was called to order 
here to-day.

CORTELYOU WAS A DEMOCRAT 


Recent Convert to Republicanism Op- 
posed as Roosevelt Campaign Manager. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 17.—There is as 
little Known to-night as there was twenty- 
four houfs ago in regard to the accession 
of Secretary Cortelyou to the National 
Chairmanship of the Republican Campaign 
Committee. The general view of the mat- 
ter is that the suggestion has been made 
in a tentative way to see how it would 
strike’ the party and the country. 

There is little enthusiasm among old and 
storm-tried Republicans over the idea of 
taking Sécretary Cortelyou. This does not 
rest on any question of Mr. Cortelyou’s 
ability to conduct large and important en- 
terprises, but that such a choice gives the 
country the impression that the President 
intends to manage the campaign in great 
part himself.

sentatives.’ 

At the Second Congressional District Con- 
vention Winston Churchill of Cornish, the 
novelist, and Bertram Ellis of Keene were 
elected by acclamation as delegates: to Chi- 
eago, The alteeriates are Charles H. Long 
of Claremont and Lester F. Thurber of 
Naskua.

Miss Stella Tobin, a stenographer, living 
at 107 West Sixty-third Street, on whose 
complaint three men were indicted yester- 
day by the Grand Jury for robbery, was 
committed to the House of Detention as a 
witness by Judge McMahon in General Ses- 
sions. James McGuire, one of the three 
prisoners, was said to be a Tammany BElec- 
tion District Captain in the Nin 
Assembiy District. E686: 

Miss Tobin a few days ago testified that 
she had been held up by three men and 
robbed. She seized one of them as he was 
running away, and a policeman came up in 
time to assist her and put thé man under 
arrest. At the police station the prisoner 
gave his name as John Halpin. A few min- 
utes later, she stated, two other men came 
into the station and wanted to know why 
thelr friend had been locked up. Miss 
Tobin said that she recognized them as her 
other assailants, though ore of the men in- 
sisted that it was a mistake, and that he 
was James McGuire, a Tammany district 
Captain.

SEEK DR. LABAREE’S SLAYERS. 


Persian Expedition Pursuing Murderers 
-of American Missionary. 


WASHINGTON, May 17.—The full story 
of the killing of the American missionary, 
Dr. Labaree, rear Mount Ararat, as a re- 
result of a bitter religious hatred, is told in 
a report just received at the State Depart- 
ment~ from Richmond Pearson, United 
States Minister to Persia, under date of 


Teheran, April 18, 1904. The Minister’s re- 
port says: 

“I had hoped before this to cable you 
that one or more of the murderers had been 
arrested, but I can only report at present 
that a jarge expedition, under command cf 
an energetic General, is gctually scouring 
the mountains in search Of any and all of 
the gang. who are known and identified. 

“While only four. men actually partici- 
pated in the killing of Mr. Labaree and his 
servant, ten other Kurds of the same gang 
were accomplices. The inspiration of the 
deed was religious and race hatred withcut 
the slightest personal animosity. The fact 
that the chie 
is a ‘ Seyid,’ an alleged lineal descendant 
of Mahomet, adds greatly to the diffi- 
culty of the arrest.”’

CITY’S HEART IN BRONX, © 
SAYS BISHOP GREER 


His Prediction at Reception to 
Bishop Potter and Himself. 


GREETED BY 2,000 PERSONS 


Two Women Faint in Crowd That Fills 


the Second Battery’s 


Armory. 


Nearly 2,000 residents of* the Bronx 
crowded into the temporary armory of the 
Second Battery, N. G. N. Y., at Bathgate 
Avenue, near One Hundred and Seventy- 
seventh Street, last night at a reception 
given by the Protestant Episcopal churches 
and missions in the Bronx to Bishop Potter 
and Bishop Coadjutor Greer. Huhdreds of 
persons were forced to stand, and the crowd 
was so dense that in the course of the 
speaking two women fainted. Health Com- 
missioner Darlington, who was among the 
speakers, left the platform and went to the 
aid of one of the women. Both were re- 
vived and taken home. 

A choir of 150 voices, representing ten, 
churches, under the direction of W. R/ 
Reeves of the Church of the Mediator, fur- 
nished the music. Charles G. F. Wahle, 
Chairman of the General Committee, pre- 
sided. 

In introducing the speakers Mr. Wahle 
said that the Bronx was badly in need of 
an introduction to the remainder of New 
York, that, while it had a population of 
over 300,000, or more than cities like Mon- 
treai, Detroit, and Pittsburg, it had no ca- 
thedrals, but instead only small missions 
and churches und stores, It is, he said, a city 
of homes, and “its aYmosphere is pure not 
only from a hygienic point of view, but 
morally as well.”’ 

When Dr. Darlington had spoken Dr. 
Greer was introduced and was _ received 
with cheers. In part he said: 

“IT see great promise and significance in 
this gathering to-night. I have been trying 
to recall a similar gathering in the history 
of the Church, but have failed to do so. It 
is like a great political meeting in the heat 


of a campaign. We are assembled here in 
order that from to-night we may go forth 
with the motto, ‘The Kingdom of Jesus 
Christ and the Borough of the Bronx.’ The 
Autocrat of the Breakfast Table tells us 
that if a man would be successful in life 
he must begin before he is born by looking 
carefully into the selection of his grand- 
parents. It seems to me that that is what 
you are trying to do to-night. 

“Tt does not require much vision to see 
that here, in this great and growing sec- 
tion of the Bronx, will be the heart of 
New York. This means that the Bronx is 
to be a great factor ih the civilization of 
the future. It is in the city that the great 
battles of the future civilization are to be 
fought, ard you stand on the battleground. 
This will be the battleground of\the future 
civilization of this American continent,’’ 

Bishop Potter said he believed he was the 
Oniy Episcopal Bishop that ever lived in 
the Bronx. e said that just after he was 
elected Assistant Bishop he lived at Mount 
St. Vincent for two years, and used to 
drive around behind, a very attractive team 
of ‘‘chestmut bob-tail horses,’’ and was 
able to learh much of that negion. He con- 
tinued: 

“You may make your borough great by 
the roads you build ani by tHe police you 
have to govern it, but underlying all this 
there must -be a cultivated public con- 
science, enlightened by the spirit of Jesus 
Christ. This is the foundation of a whole- 
some society, and upon this we must build 
the State and home alike.”’ 

The Rev. John Campbell of the Church of 
the Mediator, King’s Bridge, also spoke. 

Before the reception the Committee of Ar- 
rangements for the reception entertained 
Bishop Coadjutor Greer at a dinner at the 
Schnorer Club, One Hundred and Sixty- 
third Street @nd Bagle Avenue. Bishop 
Potter was unable to be present.

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STEEL TRUST DIVIDEND SUIT. 


Corporation’s Counsel Contends That 
Directors Acted Within Their Powers. 


TRENTON, N. J., May 17.—Argument 
was begun to-day before Vice Chancellor 
Stevenson in the suit brought by Alfred F. 
Stevens to compel the United States Steel 
Corporation to pay ¢ividends on its com- 
mon stock. The case was before the court 
on a demurrer filed by the corporation. 

R. V. Lindabury, counsel for the United 
States Steel Corporation, made the point, 
first, that the suit should have been brought 
against the Directors and not against the 
eorporation itself. His second point was 
that it was entirely within the discretion of 
the Directors to determine whether the 
dividends should be paid or not. The alle- 
gation had been made in the bill of com- 
plaint that the company had earned $66,000, - 
000 last year, that it had reduced the Octo- 
ber, 1908, dividend on the common stock to 
one-half of 1 per cent. and had entirely 
dropped the dividen@ since. Mr. Lindabury 
based the power of discretion of the Direc- 
tors to skip dividends on the law of 1901 
amending the General Corporation act. The 
act requires Directors to distribute in divi- 
dends annually their accumulative profits. 
The act of 1901 reiterates this, but adds: 
‘“‘Unless otherwise provided in the original 
or amended charter or in a by-law adopted 
by a vote of at least a majority of the 
stockholders.”’ 

Mr. Lindabury contended that this gave 
the Directors absolute power, inasmuch as 
the company had filed an amended certifi- 


cate conferring. the discretion on the. Di- 
rectors. 

His third point was that the court had no 
urisdiction to inquire into the matter. 

Mr. Stevens argued that the motion was 
properly brought and was sustainable. The 
court allowed ten days. for the filing of 
briefs.

The dissolution of the second or extended 
bond conversion syndicate of the United 
States Steel Corporation took effect yes- 
terday.. No formal statement was issued, 
but a representative of J. P. Morgan & Co., 
the syndicate managers, denied the report 
that the dissolution was attended with loss 
to the participants. On the contrary, he

CROMWELL RETURNS ELATED. 


Panama Canal Company’s Counsel Tells 
of the Settlement. 


William Nelson Cromwell, counsel for the 
Panama Canal Company, with Charles W. 
Russell and William A. Day, who repre- 
sented the United States’ Government at 
the transfer of the property and papers 
of the company in Paris, returned to this 
country yesterday on the steamship Kaiser 
Wilhelm der Grosse. Mr. Day brought 
some of the papers, which he will turn 
over to the Secretary of the Treasury. 

Mr. Cromwell was very much elated over 
the completion of the work. 

* The problem of centuries is now solved,” 
he said, ‘‘and soon the westward water 
route to Asia will be in fact instead of in 
fancy. I am prompted to feel a great de- 
gree of sutisfaction at having carried the 
work to a successful conclusion. Seven 
years ago I undertook it wheh the Panama 
Canal did not have a friend in this country.

Commissioner ‘McAdoo to-day will receive 
a vigorous protest against the alleged. vio- 
lation of Section 267 of the Penal Code, 
which forbids the sale of meat on Sunday. 
The protest will be made by a committee 
of the Amalgamated Meat Cutters’ and 
Butcher Workmen of North America and 
the American Federation of tuabor, in ac- 
cordance with a resolution passed by the 
Kosher Meat Cutters’ Local Union No. 399 
at a mass meeting held on Monday night. 

William C. Wellman, who. is business 
agent for Local Unions Nos. 50 and 309, 


said yesterday that unless the protest to 
Commissioner McAdoo resulted in com- 

lling the offenders to suspend work on 
Bunday, the unions would place a boycott 
on those who are disregarding the law. 
“Some of our members,” he said, “ are 
forced to work fro sixteen to eighteen 
re a day and we inténd to put a stop 
to it.”’

LAWSON DEFEATED IN 
BAY STATE GAS SUIT 


Judge Parker Finds No Wrongdoing 
on Defendants’ Part. 


H. H, ROGERS IS EXONERATED 


Case May Go to Higher Court — Gas 
Stocks Jump—Lawson and Beck 
Each Issue Statements. 


BOSTON, May 17.—Judge Barker of the 
Supreme Court to-day announced a decision 
adverse to Receiver George W. Pepper of 
the Bay State Gas Company of Delaware, 
in his action for the nullification of the sale 
of the Boston Gas Companies in connection 
with a plan to merge them into a new com- 
bination. 

The decision dismisses the bill of Re- 
ceiver Pepper, which alleged that the sale 
was accomplished by fraud and conspiracy. 
The case, which came before the court in 
March, consumed several weeks and much 
sensational evidence was given. At the 
conclusion of arguments by famous counsel 
Judge Barker reserved decision. It is un- 
derstood that the case will be carried to a 


higher court. 

In his decision Justice Barker, who found 
for the defense in every point, says there 
was no evidence of any fraudulent action, 
or lack of faithfulness on the part of the 
Mercantile Trust Company of New York 
nor upon the part of Henry H. Rogers. 
This constituted the chief contention of 
Attorney Shermgn L. Whipple, who was 
counsel for Receiver Pepper. The court 
also exonerated in every way the firm of 
Kidder, Peabouy & Co. 

The Judge’s decision was exhaustive, 
covering more than eighty pages of type- 
written manuscript. He said: 

“TI find that none of the defendants have 
wrongfully co-operated and ‘contrived to- 
gether, either to procure, create, maintain, 
or continue any default under the terms of 
the indenture of Jan. 1, 1889, (whereby the 
stocks of the four local gas companies, 
‘Boston, Roxbury, South Boston, and Bay 
State of Massachusetts, were pledged,) or to 
prevent the Delaware company from reliev- 
ing any default thereunder, or wrongfuily 
to effect a foreclosure sale of the pledged 
stocks. 

“I find that in respect of the foreclos- 
ure sale, there was no breach of trust on 
the part of Mercantile Trust of New York 
and, no breach of trust on the part of the 
defendant Rogers. I find that none of the 
defendants caused or procured the Boston 
companies to omit to declare dividends for 
the year 1902, or attempted to prevent said 
companies from declaring such dividends. 

“Upon consideration of all the evidence 
and of the arguments of counsel, I find that 
there had been, befcre the foreclosure sale 
of Feb. 11, 1903, such a breach of the terms 
on which the stocks then sold were pledged 
by the indentures of Jan. 1, 1889, with ref- 
erence to the sinking fund therein provided 
for, and such steps taken in consequence 
of such breach by bondholders whose bonds 
were secured by that pledge, as made it the 
duty of the Mercantile Trust Company to 
proceed to a foreclosure sale under those 
indentures; and that in prosecuting such 
foreclosure the trust company proceeded in 
good faith, with due diligence, and in con- 
formity to the terms of the authority in 
that respect conferred on the company by 
the indentures, and that the foreclosure and 
sale of Feb. 11, 1903, was fair and legal and 
should not be relieved or set aside in this 
action.”’ 

The large financial interests involved, the 
prominence of the men brought into the 
proceedings, and the seriousness of the 
charges made during the hearing causéd 
the case to be ranked as one of the most 
important ever brought before Massachu- 
setts courts. The defendants to the action 
included the Mercantile Trust Company of 
New York and Kidder, Peabody & Co. of 
Boston, who were financial agents in con- 
gmection with the merger, and Henry H. 
Rogers of New York, Trustee of the Bay 
- State Gas Company of Delaware. Receiver 
George D. Halleck of the Bay State Gas 
Company of New Jersey and the Massa- 
chusetts Gas Companies, the corporation 
into which the Boston companies were 
merged, also were party defendants to the 
suit. Mr. Rogers and Thomas W. Lawson 
of Boston were among the prominent wit- 
nesses in the case, their testimony con- 
cerning transactions involving millions. 
The distinguished assembly of counsel was 
one of the features of the case. Besides 
Mr. Whipple, representing Receiver Pep- 
per, James M. Beck of New York, ex- 
Assistant United States Attorney General; 
Walter I. Badger, and Alfred Hemenway 
of Boston appeared for H. H. Rogers and 
Gaston, Snow & Saltonstall, a Boston firm, 
for both Kipper, Peabody & Co. and the 
Mercantile ust Company of New York. 

The announcement of the decision on the 
Stock Exchange immediately affected Mas- 
sachusetts Gas, which jumped 1% points. 
The market was almost listless at the 
time. »* 

In a statement issued after the decision 
Thomas W. Lawson said in future litiga- 
tion he expected the receiver and his coun- 
cil would pin their faith in the claim that 
Mr. Rogers, the trustee, is responsible ‘or 
all Gamage done the Bay State Company 
for allowing things to be done which made 
the sale possible, whether the sale itself 
was legal or illegal. 

“ This case,"’ he said, “‘ the receiver ought 
to win. Of course, the court decided every 
point against the receiver; if he had left a 
single point decided in the receiver’s favor 
the sale would have been set aside.’’ 


James M. Beck of this city, who, with 
Alfred Hemenway of Boston, was Mr. 
Rogers’s counsel in the case, when ques- 
tioned as to the effect of the decision, said: 

“The decision is very gratifying, as it is 
a@ sweeping vindication of Mr. Rogers. !t 
fully exonerates him from the’ charge that 
he failed, as Trustee of the Bay State Gas 
Company of Delaware, in any duty which 
he owed that corporation. 

“The court's disposition’ of the charges 
which Thomas W. Lawson made against 
Mr. Rogers is especially gratifying, Mr. 
Lawson, in his testimony, made a number 
of would-be sensational statements. To 
each of these Mr. Rogers, on the trial, made 
a specific denial. In the issue of veracity 
thus raised between him and Lawson, Mr. 
Rogers has been content to await the de- 
cision of an impartial court, which heard 
all of the testimony and the decision of 
which would be accepted by the public. 

“The court has fully justified the truth- 
fulness of Mr. Rogers’s testimony, and the 
public now can judge what value it shoul-i 
place upon Mr. Lawson’s statements, in 
ane pe of court, with reference to our 
client.”" ‘ 


CHARLES E. SMITH A WITNESS. 


Ex-Postmaster General Testifies in Ty- 
ner Postal Fraud Case. 


WASHINGTON, May 17.—Ex-Postmaster 
General Charles Emory Smith testified to- 
day, in the Tyner-Barrett postal conspiracy 
case, as to the custom in the department in 
reiation to the issuance of fraud orders. 

Generally speaking, he said, the practice 
was for the Assistant Attorney General 
to send to the Postmaster General a brief 
memorandum of each case on which the 
Postmaster General would act. He said 
he regarded Gen. Tyner as the competent 
law officer of the department.

CREDITORS GET NONE 
OF BECKWITH MONEY 


Referee Decides That Insane Artist 
Died in 1901. 


and 


BROTHER’S CHILDREN GET ALL 


Legal Controversy Followed Mysterious 
Disappearance from Flushing 
Asylum in 1894. 


The dispute over the estate of Arthur 
Beckwith, the artist, who was not heard of 
after his escape from a Flushing insane 
asylum, was settled yesterday by Surro- 
gate Thomas’s acceptance of Referee James 
Yerrance's report that Beckwith died on 
April 24, 1901. The creditors of the artist's 
brother, Leonard, will be prevented from 
claiming any portion of the estate, but 
Leonard’s children will get about $250,000. 

The Beckwith brothers were the sons of 
Nelson M. Beckwith, who died in 1889, leav- 
ing $2,000,000. Both were educated in Paris. 
Arthur became famous as an artist and 
Leonard F, received high honors as an en- 
gineer in the employ of the Rapid Transit 
Subway Commission, The year after re- 
ceiving his share of the estate Arthur be- 
came insane. After he escaped from the 
Sanford Hall Asylum at Flushing in Janu- 
ary, 1894, his friends heard of him no more. 


- One year later Leonard died, leaving a 


widow, four children, and “an invélved es- 
tate. The children, after waiting seven 
years, put in a claim to one-half of the 
artist’s estate. Then the creditors of Leon- 
ard appeared, saying that Arthur had died 
before his brother; that his brother conse- 
quently had inherited a portion’ of the 
artist’s estate, and that they were entitled 
to collect from the estate. 

The Surrogate has named Edwards Pier- 
pont Beckwith and Thomas T. Sherman as 
administrators. One-half of the estate will 
be divided among the four children of 
Leonard F. Beckwith, and the other haif 
will go to the sister of Arthur Beckwith, 
Mrs. Helene Leigh, wife of the Hon. Fran- 
cis Dudley Leigh of England. Her share 
is estimated at $266,000. 


For Two Motormen on Elevated. 

At a meeting of the Board of Aldermen 
yesterday Alderman Dowling of Brooklyn 
introduced resolutions providing for the 
placing of two motormen on every elevated 
train run in New York City, and also re- 
quiring ferry companies to have two pilots 
or engineers on each ferry boat. Fines of 
$100 are imposed for eaeh violation. Some 
doubt was. expressed as to the 1 ity of 
the ordinances, it being held that the mat- 
ter rested with the State Board of Railroad 
Commissioners as far as the elevated roads 
were concerned, and with the Federal au- 
thorities in regard to the ferries. However, 
the resolutions were referred to the Com- 
mittee on Railroads.

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A STATESMAN’S MEMORIAL. 

The National commission charged with 
the duty of erecting a monument to the 
memory of WILLIAM MCKINLEY held a 
meeting in this city last week. It is an- 
nounced that there will be a second com- 
petition for designs. The monument will 
be erected at Canton, Ohio, at a cost of 
$400,000. 

To a sculptor whose genius can impress 
upon imperishable bronze the visible de- 
notement of a noble mind and a lofty 
character the McKinley memorial com- 
petition offers an inspiring opportunity. 
But bronze cannot tell nor modeling in- 
dicate, save in the way of broad and 
general suggestion, the qualities that 
raised President McKINLEY above the 
sphere where politicians plan and office 
holders plod to the higher distinction of 
statesmanship. Art has its bounds. If we 
would know McKINLEY we must turn to 
the written record. 

Take that last great speech at Buffalo: 

What we produce beyond our domestic 
consumption must find a vent abroad. The 
excess must be relieved through a foreign 
outlet, and we should sell everywhere we 
can and buy wherever the buying will en- 
large our sales and productions, and there- 
by make a greater demand for home labor. 
The period of exclusivéness is past. The 
expansion of our trade and commerce is the 
pressing problem, Commercial wars are un- 
profitable. A policy of good-will and friendly 
trade relations will prevent reprisals. Reci- 
procity treaties are in harmony with the 
spirit of the times; measures of retaliation 
are not. If perchance some of our tariffs 
are no longer needed for revenue or to en- 
courage and protect our industries at home, 
why should they not be employed to ex- 
pand and promote our markets abroad? 

This is the very blood and bone of 
statesmanship, because the essence of 
the discourse is sound economic princi- 
ple, which in this industrial age stands 
with sound moral principle as one of the 
twin pillars upon which a wise Govern- 
ment is based. Mr. McKINLEY had been 
a lifelong protectionist, an extreme pro- 
tectionist. In the closing years of his 
life he became by conviction, and in thé 
closing hours of it through this public 
expression, an a@vocate of tariff reform. 
He espoused the cause of revision from a 
profound belief that revision was neces- 
sary to promote the public welfare and 
enhance our National prosperity. He put 
principle and conviction above party, he 
put all thoughts of contributions to the 
Republican campaign fund out of his 
mind, and gave candid and faithful con- 
sideration to the interests of the Ameri- 
can producer and the American consum- 
er. The narrowness of partisanship gave 
way to open-minded consideration of 4 
broad, liberal, National policy. 

How ignoble appear the figures of the 
Republican leaders of to-day, with their 
blind and selfish “stand pat”’ policy, re- 
newing in all! its rigor their sordid treaty 
of offensive and defensive alliance with 
the protected interests, spurning the pol- 
icy of McKINLEY, ignoring the demand of 
American manufacturers for larger for- 

eign markets, brutally stifling protests 
from within their own party, and prepar- 
ing again to carry out the terms of the 
dishonoring compact by which, in return 
for tariff schedules made to order, they 
receive the contributions that fill their 
campaign chest to overflowing. 

When WILtIAM MCKINLEY spoke at 
Buffalo in advocacy of the lowering of 
tariff duties that have ceased to be need- 
ed for protection, his mind ranged above 
the miserable desires and calculations of 
campaign exigency. He was not counting 
delegates or concerning himself about 
Electoral votes. He thought and spoke 
like a statesman. If among all the Re- 
publican leaders of to-day there is one 
like him he is voiceless. 


POOLROOM RACING NEWS. 

The discontinuance of horse-race re- 
ports to “subscribers” is not the same 
thing as depriving the poolrooms of the 
news they need. We presume Presi- 
dent CLowry of the Western Union is 
well aware of that fact. The public, 
which upon the first reading of President 
CLowry’s order, jumped to the conclu- 
sion that the Western Union Company 
had cut off the poolroom service became 
aware of it a little later. 

What the President of the company real- 
ly did was to direct “‘the discontinuance 
of the delivery of reports of horse races 
to all classes of subscribers within the 
City of New York.” The order further 
stated that ‘“‘ the report has been discon- 
tinued.” This apparently means that 
“the report’ collected by the track op- 
erators of the Western Union Company 
and by them transmitted to the main of- 
fice of the company. whence it is with all 
gpeed repeated to the poolrooms, is nu 
longer prepared and transmitted. The 
fact is quite otherwise. The reports 
were collected yesterday precisely as 
before. They were transmitted to the 


main office of he Western Union: from 
there they were sent owt to’all parts of 
the country. The poolrooms got them 
when the wanted them and as they 
wanted them. 

The wires connecting the main office of 
the company with the racing tracks on 
the one hand and the poolrooms on the 
other remain in place, so far as the public 
is informed. The secretary to the Presi- 
dent of the company informed a reporter 
that the Western Union would receive dis- 
patches filed at the race track and trans- 
mit them to the addressee. It would ap- 
pear, therefore, that the poolroom men 
might easily get around Mr. CLowrRy’s 
order by hiring their Own race track re- 
perters, who would file the dispatches 
with the Western Union’s operators for 
transmission to the places where pools 
are sold. Perhaps these dispatches would 
follow the ‘regular course of business ” 
and perhaps not. If they were repeated 
to branch telegraph offices all over the 
city and then sent by messenger boys to 
the poolrooms the service would be 
worthless. If in the interest of expedition 
and economy, however, the Western 
Union Company should receive these 
track dispatches at its main office and 
send them over the poolroom wires to 
their multitudinous destinations, we do 
not see how this unlawful business would 
be very seriously affected by Col. CLow- 
Ry’'s order, As we have noted, the order 
does not apply at all outside of New 
York City. 

When the Western Union Company has 
in good faith discontinued its poolroom 
business, when it has actually ceased to 
be a collusive agent with the poolroom 
men in the perpetration of a crime, it will 
deserve the public approbation. But if its 
President's order is a mere subterfuge, if 
the dispatches are still going to the pool- 
rooms as in the past, and {if the company 
is still receiving a great daily revenue 
from this unholy alliance with vice, its 
course will not be approved—it will be 
sternly condemned. 


THE DEMOCRATIC FIGHT. 


We should like to know how Mayor 
McCLELLAN and Controller Grout recon- 
cile with a decent standard of public 
service the methods employed in the 
fight between Mr. Murpuy orm the one 
hand and Mr. McCaRREn on the other. 

As a matter of political prudence a 
hot quarrel in the city that casts the 
greater part of the Democratic vote of 
the State need not be characterized be- 
yond saying that it is quite in accord- 
ance with the wisdom and loyalty. of 
Tammany toward the National party and 
is not very surprising in Mr. Grout, 
whose orbit of fealty is wide and varied 
and quite incalculable by any one but 
himself. When the Democracy of the 
rest of the country had pretty well made 
up its mind to regard with great respect 
the lead of New York, and when the ap- 
parent unity of this State had clearly 
stimulated the hopes and the energies of 
the party all. over the Union, it is certain- 
ly queer polities for factions within the 
party in the State to fall to scratching 
and pulling hair and calling éach other 
names. The leaders of these factions can 
hardly fail to understand the impression 
their unseemly behavior must have on 
the public mind and on the fortunes of 
their party, and they cannot hope to es- 
cape resentment and contempt on the 
part of men who put party above per- 
scnal greed. 

But the Mayor and the Controller oc- 
cupy very different positions from those 
of Messrs. MCCARREN and MURPHY and 
Hitt. They are the representatives of 
the city, the only officers, with one exe 
ception, elected by popular vote: They 
wield very extensive powers and are sub- 
ject to great responsibilities. They are 
intelligent men, with experience in pub- 
lic life, and they ought to understand 
the nature of the trust committed to 
them, especially in the matter of ap- 
pointments. They should know that they 
have no right to use appointments in the 
public service as weapons in a factional 
quarrel any more than they would have 
the right to take money from the Treas- 
ury to promote their personal political 
ends. They are faithful party men—at 
least the Mayor is one and the Controller 
pretends to he—and they profess to hold 
the theory of party responsibility for 
party men in office. But what party re- 
sponsibility can there be when office 
helders are dismissed in one department 
for belonging to one faction and appoint- 
ed in another for the same reason? In a 
service so manipulated and abused there 
is and can be no security for integrity 
and intelligence and impartial perform- 
ance of.duty. If there were no provision 
of law relating to such misconduct on 
the part of appointing officers, the be- 
trayal of trust would be just as great. 
Mr. McCLELLAN and Mr. Grout must see 
this. Why do they ignore it?

HAMPERING THE CITY. 


It is extremely unfortunate that the 
Governor has vetoed the bill authorizing 
the city to issue $2,000,000 of revenue 
bonds in each year in place of $1,000,000 
as allowed by the law at present. The 
special purposes for which the bonds 
were needed were the maintenance of the 
night schools, the Summer schools, the 
recreation grounds of the Board of Edu- 
cation, and the removal of ashes from the 
big buildings by the Street Cleaning De- 
partment. The Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment had actually authorized 
the issue of $1,500,000 of revenue bonds, 
relying on the fact that the bill then be- 
fore the Legislature had not been op- 
posed by any one, and no objection by 
the Governor had even been hinted at. 
The situation is embarrassing and quite 
unnecessary. 

The grounds of the veto by the Gov- 
ernor are not specifically made known. 
The bill was simply bunched in with 
some twoscore others at the last mo- 


oxaiiiilel in the aes ot the’ Mayor, 
the Controller, and the Corporation Coun- 
sel, and approved. It related solely to 
this city, affected no other part of the 
State,-and in nowise changed the obliga- 
tions of the city, since it simply permit- 
ted some of our revenue from taxation to 
be spent in advance. It concerned in fact 
only such matters as ought to be wholly 
within the control of the city, and which 
we should not be forced to take to Al- 
bany at all. It is peculiarly irritating, 
after the Legislature had been persuaded 
to let us attend to our own business in 
the simplest manner, that we should be 
forbidden to do so by the Governor with- 
out explanation or excuse. 


MR, VREELAND’S SUBWAY SUGGES- 
TIONS. 

The letter of President VREELAND of 
the Metropolitan system to the President 
of the Board of Rapid Transit Commis- 
sioners, suggesting certain changes in 
the plans for supway extension, is in the 
main wise and well-considered. The most 
important of these is that a cross-town 
loop under Chambers Street be provided, 
to furnish a connection between the east 
and west side lines. Mr. VREELAND says: 

Such a cross-town line at or near Cham- 
bers Street seems to us of very great im- 
portance, as affording means of distributing 
the train service in the system so as to 
meet the requirements of the traffic at the 
various periods of the day. The efficiency 
of the service would be seriously affected 
if the system were so laid out as to make 
it necessary to operate all of the down- 
town trains as far as the Battery, especial- 
ly as it seems to be agreed by your engin- 
eers, as well as by ours, that both the east 
side* and west side lines below Chambers 
Street must be limited to two tracks. 
cross-town congection at Chambers Street 
would make it possible to limit the number 
of trains going as far as the Battery to the 
actual requirements of the business below 
Chambers Street, with the result of sub- 
stantially increasing the rapidity and effi- 
ciency of the service. 

This is a suggestion which merits seri- 
ous consideration. Its natural corollary 
is that permission to extend the New 
York approaches to the tunnels under the 
Hudson River from the terminal points 
already agreed upon be withheld until it 
is determined that such extension is nec- 


essary. 


A RENT WAR IN HARLEM. 

There is a distinctly Hibernian flavor 
about the story of the “ Tenants’ Pro- 
tective Association of Harlem.” It is 
true that, some three-quarters of a cent- 
ury ago, certain inhabitants of the 
State of New York organized such an as- 
sociation, the basic principle of which 
was not only that they would not stand 
a raise, but that they would pay no rent 
at all; and these were all or mostly of 
“Saxon” descent. They took their case 
into State politics and won it, to the dis- 
couragement of the “ feudal” landlords 
whose shackles they threw off, 

Whether there is an economic justifica- 
tion for the raise of rents to resist which 
the “Harlem Tenants” have banded 
themselves into a “ Protective Associa- 
tion’’ we are not prepared to say, The 
dispute upon the lower east side seems 
somehow to have adjusted itself without 
either riot or eviction on any great scale. 
But, apart from the economic merits of 
the case, it seems safe to say that the. 
organized population of the four “ dumb- 
bell”? tenement houses to which active 
operations seem to be restricted in Har- 
lem, eighty families in all, can make’ it 
very uncomfortable for their landlord. 
They can do so, that is to say, so long as 
they stick together and decline separate 
treaties of peace and hold to the great 
Powderly principle that ‘the injury of 
one is the concern of all.”” The new ten- 
ants who venture to succeed a dispos- 
sessed tenant can all the more, have it 
made extremely uncomfortable for them, 
as uncomfortable as a boycotted tenant 
was made in Ireland twenty years ago, 
or an ostracized agriculturist by the em- 
battled farmers on the Van Rensselaer 
estate seventy-five years ago. And this, 
in the present case, without bringing the 
persecutors clearly within the purview of 
the criminal law. 

In fact, in the one case in which the 
police has already taken part, it seems tu 
have taken part wrongly. For a police- 
man lent his moral support to a landlord 
while the lamdlérd was tearing down a 
banner with which the tenant had deco- 
rated his window, bearing the inscription 
“This House Is on Strike.” This in- 
scription contains nothing prejudicial tu 
the public morals or otherwise obviously 
calling for the intervention of the police. 
The remonstrating tenant was told by 
the Police Sergeant to apply to the civil 
courts for redress, which it seems would 
have been advice at least equally appli- 
cable to the landlord when he applied for 
police assistance to tear down the in- 
scription, It seems unlikely that the 
landlord can obtain peace short of a sim- 

Itaneous eviction of all the families. 
That would doubtless be effective in 
making a solitude which the landlord 
might call peace. But to put eighty pay- 
(\ng tenants into the street without clear- 
ly knowing where their successors are 
to*come from is a heroic measure which 
few landlords would care to adopt. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—-On the staff of the Japanese Army that 
crossed the Yalu, it is reported, there are 
two Professors of International Law from 
the University of Tokio. A statement so 
delightful simply must be accepted as 
true, and we would not for the world sug- 
gest that perhaps the professors are with 
the army not as professors, but as patriotic 
Japanese, like the rest of the staff. It is 
much more interesting to assume that their 
presence there is closely related to another 
statement in the same dispatch, to the ef- 
fect that the Japanese are most scrupulous 
in all that relates to the usages of war as 
formulated by the Occidental nations. For 
then one has for consideration a situation 
at once amusing and instructive—and the 
instructive is so very rarely amusing! To 
carry college professors into the forefront 
of battle in order that their advice may he 
instantly obtainable whenever doubt arises 
as to the proper conduct. of the war, is an 
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made a most hilarious opera in the good 
old days. He would have presented, not 
two professors, but a full advisory board 
of them, all busily engaged in driving the 
soldiers mad by interfering with every 
operation and holding up an impossible 
standard of delicate courtesy in dealing 
with Cossacks and assorted Siberians. In 
reality, however, one can be sure that 
these Icarned men from Tokio, whatever 
they may: be doing, are doing nothing ab- 
surd, and if they are consulted in the field 
as authorities on international law, the 
fact is funny because of its novelty, and 
not from any intrinsic -wisdom. The 
Japanese know perfectly well that in fight- 
ing a Western, or self-styled Western, na- 
tion they will be held to the strictest re- 
sponsibility for all they do by many at- 
tentive critics, and that any infraction by 
them of the limits which civilization sets, 
or pretends to set, upon the killing and ro>- 
bing of man by man will count against 
them in the world’s opinion twice or four 
times us heavily as it would, say, against 
Russia. And the Russians, too, have quick- 
ly realized that they cannot afford to be 
outdone in humanity and politeness by their 
“pagan” foes. At the beginning of the 
war there were a few reports of Cossack 
barbarity to non-combatants and prisoners, 
but somebody high up and powerful put a 
stop to that in short order, and of late, in- 
stead of accusations of cruelty against the 
Russians, we have heard only admissions 
that they are waging war just about as 
gently afid decently as it can be wagel. 
As the most eulogistic of these reports 
come from the Japanese themselves, there 
can be no question of their accuracy. With 
the civilizing influence of Japan manifest- 
ing itself as far away as St. Petersburg, 
the ‘little brown people” have indeed 
reason to be proud. 


——Old novels of Oxford life said little, so 
far as we remember, about What in this 
country ‘would be called hazing, the uni- 
versity youth in those books getting their 
innocent joys for the most part out of 
fighting and deceiving the university au- 
thorities instead of from torturing each 
other. Judging, however, from a vehement 
discussion and numberless letters that have 
recently broken out in the London papers, 
‘Oxford for some years past has been more 
than sufficiently supplied with hazers of 
the sort to which we are too well accus- 
tomed, the most notable difference between 
the two tribes of savages being, apparently, 
that the Britishers are more inclined than 
the Americans to destroy the property of 
their victims, and less inclined to inflict 
bodily pain and personal indignity. But of 
the newspaper letters on ‘“‘ragging”’ at 
Oxford, we have been most struck by one 
which defends the practice and gives an 
elaborate list of offenses for which it is a 
proper punishment. This list, we think, 
throws a good deal of light on British 
ideas and ideals. We are told, first, that 
while it is no disgrace at Oxford to be poor, 
and that an impecuniosity at least periodic 
is almost universal among the undergrad- 
uates, yet “if a man makes poverty an 
excuse for evading subscriptions to college 
games and societies—and these subscrip- 
tions cost but little sacrifice—that man de- 
serves to be ‘ ragged.’ "’ Secondly, the hard- 
reading student at Oxford is “sneered at 
by a very few, but wonderingly admired 
by a large majority, but even the hardest 
worker can find time to support his college 
in athletics, return the hospitality he ac- 
cepted as a freshman, and do his duty by 
maintaining the social standing of his col- 
lege; the man who refuses to do so deserves 
to be ragged.”’ As for a provincial accent, 
we learn that Oxford does not like that. 
She doesn’t destroy the furniture of the 
possessor or beat him with clubs, however, 
unless he carries it where a little tact 
would show him it was not wanted, but— 
and this is particularly interesting—‘ but 
most owners of a provincial accent. at Ox- 
ford display only too many traces of their 
native soil in their manners, or rather ab- 
sence of manners.’’ The writer of the letter 
is very strong on the observance of college 
customs and etiquette. “‘ Ragging,’’ he de- 
clares, is exactly what is needed by men 
who, for instance, carry a stick when 
dressed in cap and gown, and those who do 
such things are ‘‘cut’’ by the steadier and 
worthier element among the undergrad- 
uates and “ ragged"’ by the wilder spirits 
to be found in every college. The conclu- 
sion is that “‘ragging’’ makes plain the 
people who are, and who are not, wanted 
at Oxford, and therefore it is an admirable 
thing—when not carried too far, the corre- 
spondent puts in as an afterthought! 


——For displaying most admirable mod- 
eration in the use of language we heartily 
commend that reader of ours whose plea 
for sympathy—and more elevator Inspec- 
tors—we printed yesterday. He had been 
dropped two or three stories in an elevator, 
then jerked hastily up to the roof before 
he could make his disheveled escape in the 
basement, and obviously he had escaped 
a painful death by the narrowest of mar- 
gins. But did he break into savage and un- 
parliamentary denunciations of those who 
had trapped and jolted him? Not at all. 
He only said: ‘‘I consider this experience 
an indignity that one should not be sub- 
jected to."”” We do not want our corre- 
spondent to suppose that because we are 
surprised by his use of the word “ indig- 
nity "’ we question its accuracy or have for 
it any feeling other than intense admira- 
tion. We would not, perhaps, have thought 
of employing it for exactly that purpose, 
but we would have done it if we had 
thought of it, and have congratulated our- 
selves on the achievement afterward with 
courageous immodesty. To be dropped 
down an elevator shaft is an annoyance, 
to be thrown up one is an inconvenience; to 
be both dropped and thrown up, and in quick 
succession, is certainly an indignity if there 
ever was one. The word may be strong, but 
it is not too strong, and we, for our part, 
will stand fer it, even though the Boston 
anti-imperialists should groan aloud at it 
as another manifestation of the spirit of 
violence abroad in the land. 


—-M. LEROY-BEAULIEU says that he was 
able to find in our crowded tenements none 
of the depressed and impoverished people 
he had expected, but did find a people ener- 
getic, industrious, and successful, We fear 
that if the Gallic visitor had looked long 
enough in the crowded tenements he would 
have discovered at least a few in depres- 
sion and poverty, but there is no doubt at 
all that what he says he saw on the 
east side is exactly what he did see—what 
anybody would see and report who viewed 
only the surface of things and didn’t pre- 
tend to have done anything else. The ob- 
servation of M. LeRoY-BEAULIEU is there- 
fore remarkable, not for accuracy, but for 
the proof it gives that he is studying us 
with his eyes, and not with his precon- 
eeived notions, either as to us or as to 
slums in general. And not many foreign 
notetakers are as fair to the United States 
as that.

A Defenée of the Syeten and of the 
Officers and Men. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 


Your editorial about the officer and sol-: 


dier in Germany in THe New YORK TIMES 
of May 12 has not surprised me. It only 
shows again your well-known and often- 
before manifested animosity toward every- 
thing German, and especially toward the 
German army officer. 

Why are you hostile against these gen- 
tlemen, and what is the cause of your wrath 
against them? They are in the very, very 
large majority a lot of gentlemen of the 
highest class, and if there are a number 
of black sheep and brutes among them it is 
not at all surprising, as there could not 
possibly be selected from any nation a corps 
of tens of thousands of men without a 
certain percentage of inferior characters. 

When you say, “the private soldier is 
rated as of less consequence than the dust 
‘he walks on,” you say something that is 
entirely wrong! You seem to forget that in 
Germany every able-bodied man has ~-to 
sefve in the army, the son of the laborer as 
well as the son of the millionaire, the 
rough and coarse son of the backwoods 
farmer as well as the refined and educated 
son of the professor, And it is this very 
fact which elevates the German army above 
an army of paid soldiers and hirelings. It 
causes the army to be considered a part of 
the people. . 

And especially for the coarse and awk- 
ward sons of the rural part of the popula- 
tion the two years spent in the army are 
of benefit for the rest of their lives, as 
the stern discipline, the sharp and minute 
drill they are subjected to develop the 
mus@es of their body, gives them an agility 
and quickness of movement which does 
them good ever afterward, and makes 
them always distinguishable from such of 
their fellow-men who had not served, Aft- 
er the two years in the uniform they know 
how to use their limbs, how to walk erect, 
and how to behave, and this, as said, is of 
lasting benefit to them. 

That there is a great gulf socially be- 
tween the officer and the private is only 
natural, although it may be deplorable. This 
social gulf exists in all armies, the United 
States not excepted. In one respect the 
German army is much above others in that 
it gives a chance to all educated young 
men to serve as one-year volunteers, a 
large percentage of whom become officers 
of the reserve after their completed service. 

I have a large number of friends who 
served in the army, and all, without excep- 
tion, are proud of it and remember the 


time with pleasure and satisfaction.

aLTY TO “ANIMALS. - 


Why the ‘Police Should Be Urged to 
Stricter Enforcement of the Law. 


16 the Editor of The New York Times: 

In printing a recent letter of mine you 
made me say “the police habitually 
neglect their duty,” which is not what I 
wrote or meant, but “the police habit- 
ually neglect this duty,” referring to the 
enforcement of laws against cruelty to ani- 
mals; and I explained that this was not so 
much the fault of the police, although the 
law says that they ‘must enforce them, as 
it is due to the assumption of their duty 
by the A. 8. P, C. A. * 

“X. ¥. Z.” writes a letter to Tam Timms 
to say that writing letters is ineffective 
in preventing cruelty to animals, and says 
also that the police “ask, very properly, 
that a citizen back them up when they 
make an arrest.’”” Has not this a bit of, 
perhaps unconscious, humor in it? Why 
should the police need backing up in this 
more than-in, let me say, arresting a 
wealthy gentleman for speeding his auto- 
mobile? Do the officers’ of the A. 8S. P. 
C. A. also need citizens to back them up? 
I do not doubt, myself, that our police 
have all the courage necessary to arrest 
those who maltreat animals, if only public 
opinion demand that they do so. 

As a special officer of the society for 
nearly five years I had frequent oppor- 
tunity to know how inconvenient it is for 
a private citizen to stop whatever else he 
may be doing to follow up some case. of 
abuse of animals. Controversy and even 
brawls arise which, with the publicity of 
it, are distasteful enough even to the in- 
Sensitive. The policeman, in the garb of 
authority, within and without, is a vastly 
more effective instrument. And the con- 
sciousness in the mind of the man who 
drives lame, galled, and overladen horses 
that the next policeman would not pass 
him by would soon free our streets of the 
greater part of the maltreatment of ani- 
mals that now exists here. It is there now 
in abundance to the eye that sees, as my 
experience teaches me; not only the spec- 
tacular cases but the numberless, unno- 
ticed, partly hidden ones that must be 
watched for and that form the great mass 
of the avoidable suffering of animals. 

I do not criticise the good work of the 
A. 8.\P. C. A., with whose President I 
have had only amiable relations. I do 
maintain that cruelty to animals in our 
streets should be an object of the vigilance 
of the municipal police, as an important 
part of their supervision of public order 
and decency. I believe it should be one of 
the great objects of the society to make 
the police perform this duty rather than to 
permit the assumption that it is relieving 
them from it.

THE MAIL DELIVERY HORSES. 


Marked Improvement Under the New 
Contractor—Further Suggestions. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It is, indeed, encouraging to find a mail 
contractor with sufficient regard for pub- 
lic opinion to speak out in response to criti- 
cism, as Mr. Travis did in your columns 
the other day. And, in justice to him, it 
should be stated that there has been a 
marked improvement in the quality of 
horses employed since he took charge of 
the work. 

Probably the critic to whom Mr. Travis 
replied had in mind conditions‘ that existed 
previous to last August, and in his zealous 
following up of the plan of attack on Pres- 
ident Haines, adopted in certain quarters, 
has failed to discriminate as he doubtless 
would do if pressed for a frank opinion of 
the present state of affairs. 

If the present contractor, in addition to 
the improvements he has introduced, will, 
see that his horses are properly shod and 
the teams on his heavy wagons are doubled 
up during the difficult Winter conditions, 
he will be entitled to the praise of all fair- 
minded people who are interested in :the 
humane treatment of animals. 

Advocates of a cause of this kind should 
avoid anything that verges on the hyster- 
ical. The more their statements and actions 
are characterized. by common sense the 
more certain is the good effect. 

Consider a class of men like the drivers 
of mail wagons. If the lot of their horses 
is a hard one, their own lives are not a 
Summer outing. Their chief concern ,is to 
get there, and when on some snowy night 
progress becomes almost impossible, an oc- 
easional loss of self-control is scarcely to 
be wondered at, 

Hard knocks have been the portion of 
most of these men, and yet a trace of the 
softer side of human nature can usually be 
found in them. Participation in many 
street incidents the past Winter has left 
me, for one, with an increased kindly feel- 
ing toward my fellow-men, without, I hope, 
a diminished solicitude for the welfare of 
animals.

Christian Scientists are athe- 
ists. The*Century Dictionary thus defines 
atheism: The denial of theism; that is, of 
the doctrine that the great first. cause is a 
supreme, intelligent, righteous Person. 

The denial of God’s personality is enough 
to debar Eddyites from becoming members 
of Freemasonry, for an atheist and one 
who rejects the Scriptural conception of 
God cannot join this ancient order; and 
their rejection of the creeds of Christen- 
dom would keep them out of the Knights 


{Templars and annul the membership of 


any who might have entered before they 
were touched with the imbecility of Chris- 
tian Science. To all Masons and Jews 
Christian Scientists are atheists and unbe- 
levers, and to all Knights Templars and 
Christians they are blaspheming infidels.

“We were on our honeymoon,” she said, 
“and we were going to China, where my 
husband, who has been ill for a year, hoped 
to regain his health. He was an architect 
in London and possessor of a considerable 
fortune. 

**T met him eight years ago, in a peculiar 
manner. I was going. to London with a 
friend from Weymouth, when a dog that I 
knew belonged to a gentleman.at the hotel 
jumped into the coach and stayed with us. 
We took him to London, and then wrote 
to the gentleman about it. A few days 
later he called for the animal, and then my 
acquaintance with Mr. Burns began. Fam- 
ily troubles prevented our wedding, which 
was set for different times, until the first 
day pf this month, when the ceremony took 
place in London. 

“On Sunday afternoon Mr. Burns was 
walking on deck, and started for the sa- 
loon.

TOY GARDENS OF JAPAN. 


Go and Learn to Tell a Bon Sai from a 
Bon Kei, a Mikoshi from a Nakasu. 


The miniature gardens of the Japanese, 
which repeat in a space no larger than a 
back yard of New York the features of 
Some celebrated landscape, aré known far 
and wide from the descriptions of travelers. 
Gardens on a still smaller scale, portable 
gardens they might be called, toy gardens, 
gardens for the window seat or the fire- 
escape, are part of the new exhibition at 
the American Art Galleries, 6 East Twenty- 
third Street. They belong to a collection of 
dwarf trees, rare Japanese plants, bronzes, 
and garden ornaments, to be sold for Mr. 
Tsuji on Thursday and Friday afternoons, 
May i9 and 20, 

Your miniature garder when ‘in Japan 
rejoices in the name of Bon Kei. Here are 
two miniature landscapes served upon an- 
tique dishes of Bizen ware, which con- 
tain five different dwarf trees and two or 
more little rock houses; the view suggested 
in each is Kanezawa, in Japan. Another 
Bon Kei is not a landscape, but a cylin- 
adricz1 root of tree fern, from which grow 
azaleas and two Chabo-Hibas. These dwarf 
trees rise from the upper se¢ment of the 
root and from a hollow piercing the cylin- 
der from side to side. An elaborate model 
of a garden is credited to Shinkichi Suzuki 
of Yokohama, who, we léarn, is a celebrated 
gardener. The lakes, hills, groves, bridges, 
stones, and dwarf trees form a view such 
as one sees in Japanese paintings. An- 
other strives to repeat in miniature a view 
of Yenoshima, Japan, while a fifth, the 
work of’ the patient hands of Tokichi of 
Tokio, has seven different kinds of dwarf 
trees and a clever bit of rockery, crowned 
by_houses carved from stone. 

©Tagrance from the wistaria dwarfs greets 
one at the door, and with it mingles the 
smell of different woods used in the gate of 
Japanese make and the bungalow. Other 
fragrances from a tree that flowers like the 
honey-locust and sharper scents from ever- 
green treelets that stand in decorative pots 
here und there about the room cross with 
the odors of the wistaria. Here is a sago 
palm with trunk as broad asit is high, and 
feathery tufts of plumelike leaves. In this 
the Japanese find a resemblance to a lion's 
head. It is said to have an authentic his- 
tory of 400 years and more. More beautiful 
in the curves and masses is a specimen of 
Thuya obtusa that stands like a potted 
plant in a bowl of Shude ware, but has all 
the dignity of a giant pine tree. The trunk 
has a diameter of 14 inches, and is about 
five feet high, while the spread of the 
branches is seven feet. Another example 
of this tree has regularly sloping .branches 
thickly set with peculiar curled leaves. Its 
elegant proportions are credited to the skill 
in “pinching back,” watering, fertilizing, 
airing, and modeling plants in one Uyeki 
Manyemon of Tokio. 

The Japanese wizards are fond of select- 
ing some famous tree in the country or 
about a palace in order to copy its color, 
masses, and outline in one of these dwarfs. 
They call that Bon Sai. Here is the formal 
garden in its home. We are better ac- 


quainted through the old Dutch gardeners, 
who took the hint from Japan, with ever- 
greens trained to the shapes of animals 
and birds. Observe these queer shapes. Here 
we have examples of tortoises, and, in one 
case, two creatures belonging to the same 
piant, such as a bird hovering over a tor- 
toise. Many of these old thick-trunked 
@warfs have so little room in the bowls or 
ots in which they grow that it seems hard- 
y possible for them to live. That they do 
exist must be due to the most accurate 
treatment with moisture, fresh air, and rich 
fertilizers. Certainly these specimens— 
nearly 400 are here—do not look otherwise 
than hardy and long-lived. A Nakasu is a 
toy tree like one on an island that drops 
its branches in the water. A Mikoshi—but 
that’s enough. Go and see for yourself, 

The stone garden lamps and ornaments, 
the bronzes and wooden objects are not in 
any way remarkable, though some are good 
of their kind. It is the artistic tree which 
makes a visit to these galleries worth while, 
a tree most picturesque and varied in sil< 
houette and in mass. 


DR. BURGESS ON DIVORCE. 


No Excuse, Says Bishop, but the Peni- 
tent Shouldn’t Be Excluded. 


MINEOLA, Long Island, May. 17.—Bishop 
Burgess, in his triennial charge at the 
thirty-eighth annual diocesan convention 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church of 
Long Island, in the Cathedral this morning, 
dealt ‘with the divorce evil both from a 
réligious and social standpoint. 

“The Nation is only pure that produces 
pure homes,” he said, in urging a uniform 


Federal marriage law. “ Divorces have in- 
creased with alarming te were! Y which, I 
believe, can be justly attributed to the in- 
creasing diversity of State laws. These 
State laws do not represent the people of 
the United States, for, with a consistency 
pevand dispute, the United States has up- 
held the Christian doctrine of monogamy,” 
In discussing the attitude of the Church 
he said that the marriage service left no 
hole for divorce. Divorced persons who 
married others, perhaps, should be ad- 
mitted to the church when sincerely peni- 
tént, he added. He advised,in such cases 
that each appiication for confirmation and 
union should be decided by the con- 

ce of pastor and people.

WATTERSON ON 
Says the Editorial Page Should Be Re- 


formed or Abandoned. 


ST. LOUIS, Mo., May 17, (World's Fair 
Grounds.)—When the second day’s session 
of the National Editorial Association was 
called to order Col. John Lyman of 
Louisiana read a paper by Joseph Pulitzer 
of New York entitled “‘ Institute of Journal- 
ists.” This was followed by a brief ad- 
dress from Sir Hugh Gilzean-Reid of Lon- 
don, President of the World’s Press Par- 
liament, chief founder and ex-President 
of the British Institute of Journalists. He 
paid a compliment to the Exposition, say- 
ing that it was worth coming thousands of 
miles to see.

But, as a rule, the daily newspaper sets 
up for a teacher as well as a historian. 
It would influence—* mold,’ I believe is the 
word—public opinion. Too often it is some 
private interest which colors its narrative 
and shapes its oracles. 

“The editorial page is valuable in the 
degree that it aids the reader to digest the 
news. It should either be reformed or 
abandoned. Under a certain spell which 
has crept upon the modern newspaper it is 
becoming, if it has not already become, 4 
rather useless appendage, reminding one of 
those clusters of artificial flowers which 


a& the more pretentious railway eating 
houses are supposed to decorate the tables 
and to deceive the wayfarer. 

* Disinterestedness being the soul, good 
humor is the solar system of the editorial 
page. Write of a man nothing you wouid 
not say to his face, and might not say in 
the hearing of decent people. 

“Satire should keep within the bounds 
of the probable; wit under the restraints of 
sense, and even invective—shorn of adjec- 
tive and adverb and stripped to the waist— 
should strike out from the shoulder to hit 
only above the belt. The pert paragraph 
should be allowed to die a natural death. 
No flowers. 

“*Except it be thus delivered the editorial 
page were best extinguished. To set apart 
a certain number of columns for the equvo- 
cal dignity of large type; to fill these col- 
umns with perfunctory matter; with mat- 
ter as lifeless as dolls stuffed with sawdust; 
equally wanting the elements of conviction 
and continuity; one ee to-day, another 
to-morrow; unirradiated y any gleam of 
light, undiversified, even by a trick of 
fancy, uniform only in dullness, is to dis- 
figure the page, to degrade the editorial.”

Nahan Franko Gives Union’s Side 
of Question. 


$3 A DAY FOR AN ARTIST! 


Theatrical Association Ready to Import 
Players—Conried Most interested 
in Qutcome. of Fight. 


It’s a fight to the finish between the 
union musicians of New York and the 
theatrical managers, and each side is pre- 
pared to stick to its demands to the last 
ditch. Heinrich Conried, who left for 
Europe yesterday, has been most active in 
urging drastic action against the Musical 
Mutual Protective Union, but he has be- 
hind him all the members of the Associa- 
tion of Theatrical Managers. 

This body has delivered an ultimatum 
to the union, demanding certain changes, 
particularly a reduction in the wage scale. 
Nahan Franko, who was the concert mas- 
ter in the Metropolitan Opera House gr- 
chestra last season, told yesterday some- 
— about the musicians’ side of the ques- 
tion. 

“Mr. Conried, and Mr. Savage, and man- 
agers who are making thousands of dol- 
lars,’ he said, ‘“‘ want to cut down the pay 
of the orchestras to almost nothing. One 
of the ‘suggestions’ in their ultimatum is 
that for a performance of ‘ Parsifal’ every 
musician shall receive 33. Think of it, $3! 

“It takes the most skilled musicians in 
this city to play in the orchestra for ‘ Parsi- 
fal.’ Nobody but a real artist can do it 
competently. And Mr. Conried wants to 
pay artists workmen's wages. 

“Yes, Mr. Conried did offer me a con- 
ductor’s place for next season. I declined 
‘it. If he wants me to accept he will have 
to make another offer. There is more on 
the musicians’ side in this matter than 
any one would imagine after hearing the 
managers’ views. 

Thomas W. Hindley, Vice President of 
the union, said last night that the ulti- 
matum dealt almost entirely with the mat- 
ter of remuneration. 

“The biggest cut demanded,” he said, 
“is in the case of the musicians for the 
Metropolitan Opera House. It amounts, in 
some instances, to over half. In other 
theatre orchestras the managers do not 
demand such a large reduction, but enough 
of one to make living almost impossible.” 

One of the most prominent members of 
the Association of Theatrical Managers 
says that his organization will hold firm. 


He deems it not only possible but highly 
feasible to import musicians from Europe 
for a much less price than that for which 
they can be employed here. 

“What we sent to the union was not so 
much an ‘ultimatum’ as a list of sugges- 
tions,”” he said last night. ‘‘ Mr. Conried, 
of course, has more at stake than any of 
us. He is prepared to stand firm and ad 
to any trouble to put himself in an inde- 
pendent position in regard to the union. I 
consider that it is not so much a question 
of a cut in wages as a change in some of 
the union regulations.”’ 


MUSICIANS LIKE DE KOVEN. 


He Is Now Union’s Honorary Member 
and, Talks of Old Hostility. 


Reginald De Koven, who got into trouble 
with the union musicians two years ago 
over the employment of members of the 
Marine Band to play his music and who 
later made his peace with them, was re- 
ceived with many cheers as a guest of hon- 
or and honorary member at yesterday’s 
session of the American Federation of 
Musicians now holding their convention in 
the Amsterdam Opera House. After he was 
welcomed to the convention by President 
Joseph Weber, he said: 

‘“‘I was more or less in opposition to you 
two years ago, but now, after I know you 
well, I can see that I am in thorough sym- 
pathy with your aims and objects. The 
union of to-day is the legitimate successor 
of the olden-time guilds, which did so much 
to promote art. From the faithfulness of 
the guilds to their ideals came a great 
+ to the development of artistic 

eas.”’ 

An appeal to the convention on behalf of 
Bandmaster Giovanni D. Conterno from a 
decision of the General Executive Board 
was considered in executive session. Mr. 
Conterno had George F. Elliott of Brook- 
lyn, a lawyer, to represent him, but Mr. 
Elliott was not allowed to remain in the 
hall., According to what the lawyer said 
later, Mr. Conterno raised his prices to 
union rates, and thereupon received notice 
to quit. For — just what the union 
ordered him to do he had been prevented 
from making a living, said Mr. Elliott. 

“If this goes,much further we will ap- 
peal to President Gompers of the American 
Federation of Labor,’’ added Mr. Elliott. 

The convention upheld the committee’s 
decision.

She docked at the Bush Stores) and 
yesterday afternoon a gang of longshore- 
men were sent below to unload about 1,000 
tons of cargo, consisting of jute, burlap, 
bamboo, and tea. They discovered 
there was a blaze in the forward hol 
which had apparently been smoldering for 
some time. The fireboats Hewitt and New 
Yorker and half a dozen engines responded 
to the alarms, and soon had the tire under 
control, 

Penned aft on the upper deck of the 
Swazi was a collection of wild animals con- 
signed to various amusement resorts at 
Coney Island. Among them were a five- 
legged sacred cow from Burmah, an edu- 
cated chimpanzee, and a lot of monkeys. 
There was also on board a half-grown 
leopard, which, it was said, had been 
shipped to “Bob” Fitzsimmons, the pugi- 
list. The monkeys shrieked and ran about 
in great excitement, while ‘the fire raged 
and the leopard paced its pen uneasily, but 
the sacred cow with the five legs calmly 


chewed its cud.. Tarpaulins were finally

The Swazi is a 9,000-ton ship, built three 
years ago.

FIGHT NEW BISHOPS 


General Conference Will Begin Bal- 
loting on Them To-day. 
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IS OPPOSED TO DISTRICTING 


Committee Votes Against Changing the 
Prohibition on Card Playing, Danc- 
ing and Theatre Going. 


LOS ANGELBS, Cal., May 17.--At the 
afternoon session of the Methodist General 
Conference to-day the Hpiscopacy Commit- 
tee recommended the election of eight new 
Bishops, this recommendation being adopt- 
ed by the General Conference. The election 
will be held to-morrow morning. 

When Dr. James B. Buckley made his re- 
port in favor of eight new Bishops, In view 
of the retirement of six and the death of 
two former Bishops, Dr. Steel moved as an 
amendment that only six new Bishops bo 
authorized. This was promptly tabled. 

Dr. Buckley stated that a large number 
of the committee had favored six, but 4 
still larger number wanted eight.. He had, 
however, taken into account ages and con- 
dition ofthe present Board of Bishops, and 
had concluded that it would not be well to 
overwork any member of the Board of 
Bishops, and therefore he, had favored 
eight, which was the recommendation of 
the committee, which was adopted. 

As the time approaches for the election 
of Bishops additional candidates are xap- 
pearing. Probahly twenty names have heen 
suggested in connection with this high of- 
fice. Prominent among those announced 
to-day as strong possibilities are Dr. George 
Edward Reed, professor of Dickinson Col- 
lege, Carlisle, Penn., and Dr. T. B. Ford of 
Oregon. 

The Conference to-day took up the report 
of the Judiciary Committee on the question 
of districting the Bishops, and a heated de- 
bate resulted. Dr. Buckley and Dr. Thomas 
B. Neely engaged in a verbal encounter, 
in which Dr. Buckley charged Dr, Neely 
with misrepresenting the statements of 
Bishop Harris upon the General Superin- 
tendency of Bishops. Other prominent 


speakers were Senator McClelland of New 
York, Dr. I. J. Cook of Chattanooga, Tenn.; 
Dr. Beeler of New York.,and Dr. Charles 
W. Fish, Chairman of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee. 

In a lengthy and argumentative report 
the Judiciary Committee recommended no 
change in the present _ of the cpisco- 
pacy. For this report Dr. Neely offered a 
very brief substitute to the effect that 
there is nothing in the constitution of the 
Church to prevent the assignment of Gen- 
eral DN papa pray for a quadriennium.

The Committee on the State of the Church, 
having in charge the consideration of the 
proposed change of the rules in regard to 
dancing, card playing, and iheatre g.'ng, 
has decided by a vote of 55 to 42 against 
recommending any change. This ~esult was 
reached only after a vigorous and i 
longed contest in the committee meeting. 
A minority report presented by members 
of the committee who favor a more lib- 
eral construction of these rules was of- 
fered before the Conference. It is expected 
the submission of these two reports to the 
general body will be the signal for the most 
spirited struggle of the present Corference.

Funeral Service in West- 


minster Abbey. 


LONDON, May 17.—The body of Sir 
Henry M. Stanley, who died May 10, was 
buried to-day in the quiet churetyard of 
the old Surrey village of Pirbright. 

Prior to the burial England and the 
United States, the latter represented by 
Ambassador Choate and Consul General 
Evans, paid honor to the dead explorer at 
an impressive funeral service held in Wést- 
minster Abbey. ‘“ Bula Matari,” méaning

the Abbey. The route was lined by crowds 
of people.

Stocks Firmers Call Money Steady, 
1 3-4@2 1-4. 


Prices’ Generally improve, but at the 
Expense of Activity and With- 
out Important News. 


According to a too familiar formula the 
market has recently shown activity only 
at the expense of values. Yesterday’s 
market reversed this experience, prices 
improving at the expense of activity. In 
other words, the market was firmer but 
duller.. This is not mere phragemaking; 
it corresponds to significance in the ob- 
served phenomena. Activity and strength 
would .denote a rising market. ~Dullness 
and strength, as a variant of activity and 
‘weakness, denote a temporary interrup- 
tion to a downward movement. Room 
traders are reinforced rather when they 
Bell ‘the list than when they buy it. The 
moment professional buying to cover 
ceases, business shrinks, no outside fol- 
lowing being attracted. The narrowness 
of the,movement shows how timorous the 
bears have become, and the scantiness 
of the.demand signifies no general ex- 
pectation of improvement, or buying for 
the jong account, Tuesday’s volume fell 
off "néarly one-third, which detracts 
much fromthe agreeable array of ad- 
vance®upon the day’s business. There 
Were .no declines of ‘importance, but 
Western Union’s loss of fivé-eighths is 
more or less interesting in connection 
with its hypothetical loss of revenue 
from racing news. United States Rub- 
ber’s fall was most malapropos to the 
publication of its annual report. 

Among the long list of advances there 
‘were many larger than the Steels’, but 
mone more-helpful to the market. With 
the Steels falling it is difficult to raise 
other properties. Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
responded to talk of Summer traffic just 
as seasonably as it responds to decrease 
of traffic with the approach of Winter. 
It is curious that the busy boomers do 
not think it worth while to connect the 
legitimate and permanent growth of 
Brooklyn with the company’s prospects, 
rather than the fleeting business connect- 
ed with the seaside shows. Consolidated 
Gas closed.within'an eighth of the day’s 
top, ‘with an advance of 2%, associated 
‘with the announcement of the “ privi- 
lege ”’ to stockholders to place $20,000,000 
of debt ahead of their stock, sugar-coated 
with the option to exchange it for stock 
in 1907 at par. Heretofore in many cases 
the issue price has been the mark toward 
which the original issue has tended. That 
Consolidated Gas ultimately will repeat 
this experience is universal opinion, al- 
Ways accompanied with the addition that 
its price meanwhile is not subject to pre- 
diction except by. those who know what 
the insiders’ plans are. Wabash common 
rose a point, but it could hardly have 
been upon:the announcement of its in- 
erease of capital by $50,000,000. 

The bond market showed the same gen- 
eral characteristics. There was marked 
Joss of volume, with increased proportion 
of speculative issues, and little change of 
tone. Steel 5s were even stronger than 
the stocks, although the dissolution of 
the conversion syndicate had been ex- 
pected to have a contrary effect. The 
eneral news of the day was scanty. The 
crop news Was ‘not bad textually, but it 
was unfavorably construed by the 
Strength in wheat. No more gold was en- 
@aged for export, but engagements are 
‘imminent so long as sterling holds its 
girength. Scarcity of gold bars or the ap- 
peararice in the market of a limited quan- 
tity. of second-class bills is no suffi- 
cient ebstacle. To borrow abroad on top 
of a billion-dollar loan account at home 
and in a money market abnormally easy 
is sufely to put an unnecessary story on 
an edifice already too high. If this de- 
vice should be resorted to in any con- 
siderable volume it will not help the sit- 
uation so much as the export of gold.

The Rubber Trust Offers to Sell Stock 
to Employes—Notes Extended. 


Arrangements have been made by the 
United States Rubber Company for the ex- 
tension at their maturity of the remaining 
portion of the company’s collateral trust 
notes.

IN THE BUSINESS WORLD 
Low Duty Fixed by Appraisers on 
Silk and Cotton Fabrics. 


General Board Sustains Appeal Taken 
by the American Whalebone Com- 


pany—Other Degisions. 


In a decision written by General Ap- 
praiser Howell, the Board of United States 
General Appraisers yesterday sustained 
protests against the assessments of $3 4 
pound on certain fabrics imported by the 
American Whalebone Company. They are 
described as ‘“‘ woven fabrics in the piece, 
of siik and cotton, weighing between 1 1-3 
and 8 ounces a square yard, yarn dyed, 
colors, silk under 30 per~cent.” 

Some of them which were jacquard fig- 
ured goods containing two colors in the 
filling were decided to be properly dutiable 
at 50 per cent., and others with only one 
color in the filling at 90 cents a pound, 

Protests overruled yesterday were by 
Fleitman & Co., Bamburger, Stern & Co., 
and Julius Wile, Brother & Co., New York. 
Protests sustained were by Knauth, Nachod 
& Kuhne and B. Aitman & Co., (2,) New 
York A protest by Samstag & Hilder 
Brothers, New York, was partially sus- 
tained. 





Evaporated Fruit Trade Organizing. 

At a meeting of the evaporated fruit 
trade of New York City yesterday a com- 
mittee of five was authorized to consider 
the rules for governing the handling of 
evaporated apples discussed at Rochester 
last week. The same committee will pre- 
pare a constitution for the government of 
an association of New York City dealers.

Company to Take Over Bulk of Kemp Estate Properties Sold 


ESTATE FIELD - 


Yesterday at Auction—Fifth Avenue and Thirtieth Street 
Corner Leased—Other Dealings by Brokers. 


With the exception of the southwest cor- 
ner of Fifth Avenue and Forty-seventh 
Street, the holdings of the George Kemp 
estate, which were sold at auction yester- 
day. were bought by John Larkin, who, it 
is understood, acted for the George Kemp 
Real Hstate Company, to be incorporated 
in the near future, with an allotment of 
shares to the various Kemp heirs in pro- 
portion to their respective interests in the 
estate. The Forty-seventh Street corner 
was bought by Charles P. Northrop of the 
office of Bowers & Sands. Nothing was 
disclosed yesterday as to the identity of 
Mr. Northrop’s client in the transaction. A 
report was current during the afternoon 
that the property had been bought for the 
Windsor Trust Company, but this, it may 
be stated, is without foundation. 

The crowd in front of Auctioneer Sher- 
man’s stand when the sale of the Kemp 
properties was announced included more 
prominent real estate operators and in- 
vestors than have been seen in the sales- 
room on any one day for a long time. The 
southwest corner of Fifth Avenue and 
Forty-seventh Street, the first parcel of- 
fered, three and four story brownstone 
buildings, on plot 50.5 by 100, brought out 
an opening bid of $400,000. The figure was 
advanced only $5,000 at a time, but these 
increases followed each other in such quick 
succession that the price soon passed $500,- 
000, Among those who took part in the 
biddings were Messrs. Flake and Dowling 
of the United States Realty and Construc- 
tion Company and Henry Morgenthau, 
President of the Central Realty, Bond and 
Trust Company. With the exception of 
Mr. Northrop and a single competitor, all 
had retired at $600,000, and at $602,000 Mr. 
Northrop took the property. This price— 
atout $120 a square foot—is believed to be 
the highest price ever paid for a plot of 
any considerable size on Fifth Avenue 
north of Forty-second Street.

The old .adage that all whisky is good, but 
some is better, was attacked yesterday be- 
fore the Food Standards Committee at the 
Hotel Wolcott by Col, W. M. Thomas of 
Kentucky, who declared that, much of the 
whisky sold in the United States was un- 
fit for human consumption. 

Col. Thomas said that the only really 
pure and healthful whisky was that made 
in the old-fashioned way and aged in casks. 
No whisky, he declared, was fit to drink 
until it was eight or ten years old, although 
the present bottling in bond law allows it 
to be withdrawn fot bottling after four 
years, and in the original packages it may 
be withdrawn at any time. 

Much of the so-called better-class whisky 
sold now, Col. Thomas said, was made from 
aleohol distilled from corn, filtered through 
charcoal to remove the fusel ofl and other 
impurities, and mixed with about one-fifth 
of its volume of pure’ old Bourbon or rye 
whisky. Such a compound, he said, might 
not be positively‘injurious, but it could 
hardly be called pure whisky. 

By far the greater portion of the stuff 
sold as whisky, he declared, however, was 
made by taking Cologne spirits, coloring it 
artificially, and adding artificial essences, 
ethers, and oils to imitate the taste and 
appearance of whisky. Such concoctions 
Col. Thomas said, were unfit for human 
use,

SETTLE AND TRY AGAIN 


Expects to Satisfy His Creditors 
Within One Week. . 


DE CORDOVA LOANED $14,000 


Testifies That Doctor Gave Stable as 
Security and Paid Him Salary 
for Doing Nothing. 


After yesterday’s adjournment of the 
bankruptcy proceedings against his broker- 
age firm for one week, in which time he 
believes that he can make a satisfactory 
settlement with his creditors, Dr. W. E. 
Woodend said he expected to resume bus- 
iness before a great while. Nothing fur- 
ther was done in the way of forcing him to 
disclose the names of the New York Stock 
Exchange firms with whom he had ar- 
rangements to place orders. 

Joshua De Cordova, an Englishman, the 
first w.tness called before Special United 
States Commissioner Hitchcock in the Fed- 
eral Building, admitted that he had loaned 
a large sum of money on the security of 
Dr. Woodend’s stable. He said he had 
loaned the money ($14,000) on the condition 
that he was to be employed by Dr. Wood- 
end at a salary of $75 a week to learn the 
ways of the market and to take charge of 
the Thirty-third Street office. From the 
doctor he received a bill of sale for horses 
and carriages, in addition to notes. Asked 
whether he was to really receive the prop- 
erty, the witness said: 

“Oh, yes, I went up to the stable with 
R. D. Rumley, Dr. Woodend’s cashier, and 
I saw that I had sufficient security. Dr. 
Woodend later told the coachman in my 
presence that the property was mine.” 

“Are you going int® the stock brokerage 
business?’’ asked Mr. Gruber. 

“Yes, I intend to.” 

“You will lose your money if you are as 
unsophisticated as you think you are. Did 
you earn your salary?” 

“By no means,” answered the witness. 
“I did not earn five cents a week. Because 
I did no work whatever,” 

‘Wasn't that $75 a week paid you so that 
you could get more than six per cent. on 
your investment?” 

“No. I got $75 a week for doing abso- 
lutely nothing while learning the business.” 

“That is the first time in, your life that 
you got $75 a week for doing nothing?’”’ 

“Yes. I had been in another broker’s 
office for two weeks when I did nothing. 
I was learning.”’ . 

J. H. Berry, counsel for Mr. De Cordova, 
brought out in cross-examination that he 
had advised his client against making the 
loan. 

“When was it that you learned that you 
were not to be manager of the Thirty-third 
Street office?” asked Mr. Berry. 

“The first day I went there,” said the 
witness, causing a laugh that was led by 
Dr. Woodend. 

Mr. Le Barbier, the doctor’s lawyer, said 
that Dr. Woodend was anxious to make a 
settlement in full. He had a certificate of 
stock in the Hadden-Rodee Company, worth 
$10,000, ready to hand over as an earnest 
of honesty in the matter. The creditors 
would be paid partly in cash and partly in 
notes that would be honored when due. 
The exact amounts he could not state until 
there had been a conference with the cred- 
itors, and he asked for an adjournment of 
a week. 

Col. Gruber consented on condition that 
he could call one more witness, James BE. 


Courtney of the Consolidated Exchange 
a. House. Mr. Courtney, who car- 
ried a ares bundle, onneeny wrapped as 
if it were filled with gold, said that it con- 
tained the full records of Dr. Woodend’s 
transactions with the Exchange. Col. 
Gruber asked that these be turned over to 
the Clerk of the Court. 

**T guess not,”’ said the witness, throwing 
his arms about his burden. ‘“ I am intrust- 
ed with these and will not give them up, 
even if you send me to jail.’ 

The Receiver told him he would not have 
to go to jail and warned him not to let any 
one look at the contents. 

Judge George M. Curtis, who was at the 
Everett House last night, was asked wheth- 
er it wag true, as had been reported, that 
he had instituted proceedings against 
Woodend & Co. He said that papers had 
been prepared for a motion next Mousey 
in the Bankruptcy Court to reclaim stoc 
of the Philadelphia Electric Company, now 
in the hands of the receiver, and which he 
said had come into the hands of Dr. Wood- 
end about the time of his failure. 

The Judge said that a few days ago a 
Philadelphia woman, whose name he could 
not give, had come to him, saying that she 
had been sent from the office of John G. 
Johnson of Philadelphia, with the state- 
ment that this stock had been deposited as 
collateral security for a margin which was 
not wiped out. He had investigated the 
matter, calling on the receiver, Mr. Gruber, 
and had found that a debit account was 
recorded against the woman. Instead of a 
debt, it was her contention that there was 
a margin of about $3,000 in her fdvor. 


BROKERAGE FIRM DISSOLVES. 


Stewart: Browne & Co. Executed Some 
of Woodend’s Orders. 


Following Dr. Woodend’s assertion in 
court that the Stock Exchange firms of 
Stewart Browne & Co. and Hunter & Schu- 
macher ‘had done business for the Consoli- 
dated Exchange concern of W. E. Wood- 
end & Co., there came late yesterday, the 
announcement that Stewart Browne & Co., 
which has done an extensive local and 
wire business at 170 Broadway, had been 
dissolved by mutual consent. 

The firm of Stewart Browne & Co. .is to 
split up into two houses, Stewart Browne 
continuing at 170 Broadway, under the old 
name, in a general banking business, but 
without Stock Exchange connection, and 
—. B. Newcombe, who has been the Ex- 
chanze member of the firm, taking its brok- 
erage accounts and stock business over into 
the new firm, shortly to be announced, of 
I. B. Newcombe & Co., at 52 Broadway. 
John E. Greene, the third member of Stew- 
art Browne & Co., will, it is expected, re- 
main with Mr. Browne, John E. Bowers, 
who hag been cashier of the old firm, going 
into the new firm of I. B. Newcombe & 
Co. as a partner. 

“This move has been under contempla- 
tion for six months,”’ said Mr. Browne. 
** As a matter of fact, our business has been 
dropping off, like every one’s else busi- 
ness, since the first of the year, and it 
just happened that the dissolution came 


along to-day.- The Woodend matter had 
nothing to do with it. é 

‘It is too bad that Dr. Woodend on the 
stand saw fit to make such a mystery about 
his dealings with Stock Exchange houses. 
There is nothing in the rules of the Ex- 
change against firms which are members 
taking orders from members of the Con- 
solidated Exchange, and Woodend had no 
reason, that I can_see, for not telling any- 
thing he knew. The receiver has got his 
books anyway, and of course knows every- 
body that Woodend dealt with, whatever 
Woodend says.”’ 

Frank K. Hunter, who was a member of 
the firm of Hunter & Schumacher up to 
March 1, issued a statement yesterday in 
which he‘denied Dr. Woodend’'s assertions 
about the business said to have been done 
by Woodend.& Co. and Hunter & Schu- 
macher, so long as he was a member of the 
latter concern. 


Choosing Rothschild Jurors. 

David Rothschild, ex-President of the 
collapsed Federal Bank, was placed on 
trial yesterday before Recorder Goff, in 
Part IV., General Sessions. He is under 
four indictments for grand larceny and has

ALDERMANIG HEARING 
ON PORT CHESTER LINE 


Board Declines to Order It, but 
Haggerty Acts Voluntarily. 


WOULD END MATTER MONDAY 


Railroad Committee Upheld in All Its 
Actions—Progress of the Bribery 
Investigation. 


After a long and tedious row in the Board 
of Aldermen. over the Port Chester Rail- 
road franchise again yesterday, ‘ani, after 
the majority of the board repeatedly had 
voted adversely on all attempts to. compel 
action on the railroad application, Chair- 
man Haggerty of the Railroad Committee 
announced that a public hearing wouldbe 
held on the éntire Port Chester matter 07 
Monday afternoon next at 3 o’clock. 

“And, what is more,”’ said Mr. Haggerty, 
“wher the hearing is over, we might just 
as wel: get-together in an adjoining room 
and decide what we are going to do on this 
Port Chester application. I am in favor vt 
having the hearing and then announcing 
our decision on the same day.” 

Just before the Aldermen met there was a 
meeting at the rooms of the Merchants’ 
Asscciation of the members of the commit- 
tee of that body which has been locking 
into the charges of bribery in the Reard of 
Aldermen. William F. ing declared that 
no proof of corruption yet had be*n rre- 
sented, and that unless proof that would 
stand in a court of law were submitted 
within a week, the inquisitors would puh- 
licly declare as their opinion that the Board 
ot Aldermen had been vindicated. As for 
the Aldermanic Investigation Committee, 
its s€ssions will be continued this afternoon. 
when Mr. King will be examined, and Pres- 
ident Getshall of the Port Chester Road 
may appear. 

The fight in the Board of Aldermen came 
about yesterday by another attempt being 
made by Alderman Goodman to get from 
the table his motion to ask the Corporation 
Counsel’s opinion as to the validity of the 
Westchester franchise. Vice Chairman Sul- 
livan kept to his original ruling of three 
weeks ago, that the motion was out of or- 
der, and on Alderman Goodman’s aypeal 
the Chair was sustained by a vote of 50 
to 13. Wentz and Jones, the two members 
of the Aldermanic Investigation Comraittee 
who are Republicans, voted with the Tam- 
many men to sustain Sullivan’s rulirg. 

Nearly two hours later, after the board 
had disposed of its routine business, Pres'- 
dent Haffen of the Bronx brought the en- 
tire Port Chester matter before the board 
again by presenting a resolution calling for 
the discharge of the Railroad Committee 
frcm further consideration of the Port 
Chester application, for the purpose of 
sending it to the Board of Estimate. 

Alderman Gass of the Bronx favored thie 
resolution, but Alderman McCall took a 
position of opposition. He said that a com- 
mittee was investigating the Port Chester 
matter, and that the District Attorney also 
was looking into it, so he did not think any 
action should be taken in the Port Chester 
matter until the committee had acted. He 
also denied the power of the Board of Esti- 
mate to fix the compensation to the city for 
the railroad privileges asked, holding that 
the power should rest with the Aldermen. 

Alderman Goodman said that, while he 
agreed that the Aldermen alone should act 
in the matter, he would vote to discharge 
the committee, because its delays had made 
its motives questionable. Mr. McCall moved 
that the Haffen resolution be referred to 
the Railroad Committee, and this was car- 
ried by a vote of 43 to 20. On the rull call, 
Alderman Downing,,a member of the Rail- 
road Committee and a Brooklyn Repub- 
lican, insisted that no action be taken until 
the present investigations had been com- 
pleted. 

All the members of the investigating com- 
mittee refused to vote, and Mr. Goodman 
was the only member of the Railroad Com- 
mittee who voted to be discharged. As 
soon as the vote was announced, Rorough 
President Haffen came~back with another 
resolution, instructing the Railroad Com- 
mittee to grant a public hearing on the 
Port Chester application for next Monday 
afternoon at 2 o’clock. Alderman McCall 


declared himself in favor of this hearing. 
Alderman Wafer of the Railroad Commit- 
tee objected to being instructed by the 
Haffen resolution, and at that time Vice 
Chairman Sullivan, who had relinquished 
the chair to Alderman Owens, took the 
floor and totally disagreed with the Tam- 
many whip. 

“JT deny Alderman McCall's right to ask 
the majority of this body to vote for this 
resolution,” he said. ‘‘ McCall is looking for 
some cheap notoriety. The Port Chester 
people can’t dictate to us when and where 
we shall hold a hearing. You will get. no 
credit for passing this resolution, and ‘ pro- 
mr , citizens ’ will say they forced us 
to do it.’ 

Borough President Haffen offered to 
withdraw the resolution if the Chairman 
of the Railroad Committee would agree to 
call a hearing for Monday, but Mr. Hag- 
gerty would make no such agreement. On 
the roll call the Haffen resolution was lost 
by a vote of 36 to 21. As soon as the vote 
was announced, showing the complete 
victory of the Railroad Committee, Chair- 
man Haggerty thanked the board for th 
confidence shown in the committee, an 
then announced that the hearing would. be’ 
held on the —_ asked, anyway. The board 
then adjourned. - ;

Mrs. Hederman in a Serious Condi- 
tion at Fordham Hospital. 


ASSAILANT SOUGHT SISTER 


Young Hederman Says That He Was 
Delegated by Comrades to Kill 
President Roosevelt. 


Crazed. by liquor; ‘William Hederman, an 
Anarchist, who claimed that he had been 
delegated by his comrades to assassinate 
President Roosevelt, shot his mother yes- 
terday afternoon and would have attempt- 
ed the life of his sister had it not been for 
prompt action .on the part of the police 
of the Wakefield Station. Hederman is 
twenty years of age. His mother is fifty 
years old, and is employed as a house- 
keeper for John Eckner, a carpenter, of 
Chestnut Street, East Chester. 

Shortly after noon yesterday Hederman 
started for the Eckner residence, where his 
mother was standing. in the doorway talk- 
ing with Walter McGuire of White Plains. 
Mrs, Hederman saw the boy coming and 
tried to dodgeg into ‘the house, but had 
hardly crossed the doorsill when Hederman 
drew a revolver and fired four shots, all of 
which took effect in the wéman’s body. 
Hederman pointed the still smoking re- 
volver at McGuire’s head. 

McGuire ran for his life and met Mounted 
Policeman Washburn, who made all speed 
to the place where the shooting occurred, 
and found Mrs. Hederman lying on the 
floor in a pool of blood unconscious. He 
summoned an ambulance from the Ford- 
ham Hospital immediately, and Mrs, Heder- 
man was taken there.. While waiting for 
the arrival of the ambulance, he says, Mrs. 
Hederman revived and told him that her 
son had frequently threatened to shoot her 
and her married daughter, Mrs. Maddern, 
who lives with her husband at Second Ave- 
nue, near One Hundred and Seventeenth 
Street. ; 

Policeman Washburn telephoned to the 
Morrisania Court and told Detective Sergts. 
Kenney and Skurry, and they went to Mr. 
Maddern’s saloon on Second. Avenue and 
One Hundred and Seventeenth Street, and 
there found young Hederman awuiting 
the return of his sister. He was immedi- 
ately placed under arrest, and {taken the 
Wakefield Station. 

At the hospital it was said later that 
though Mrs. Héederman was in a serious 
condition her wounds are not’ necessarily 


fatal.
